My mother informed me, that when t was about three 
years old, my godfather the Bifhop requefted my father, as 
his Lordfhip had no children, to reflgn me intirely to him ; 
who would \indoubtedly have made me as happy as a fine 
education and afHuent condition could do ; but my father, 
to my misfortune, rejeAed this generous ofFer, to which 
amon^ other caufes I may impute my prefent fituatioh.

I hope I flwll be pardon'd for feyii^, diat I believe my 
father now fmqerely vioflied at any rate to get his encum- 
brances off his hands ; and as the prefeirt engroffer of his af- 
fedions wanted hone of her fexes artifices,^ I am pretty 
certain that much of his coolnefs and diftafte to us, pro- 
ceeded from the councils and the in(inuatic»is of that 
Hisna. — My father, I am told, has lately got a child by 
her, God forbid it ihould partake of her difpolition, or be 
ufed with fb little tendemefs, as thofe which he has already 
gotten, and left the world to provide foe (but to my ftory.) 

I was, while my grandfather livedj firft kept at the writ- 
ing (chool, where I made but ftnall {ffogrefs j ftom whence 
I was removed to the ftiidy of Latin, und^ the tuition of 
the Reverend Mr. Baldrick. I had not attained to tlie claf- 
ftcks before the good M man died^ and with him my far- 
mer advancement in literature for that time ; as I was 
Ihortly after judidoufly removed to my father's kitchen, 
I left 
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ieft too much learning fhould have made me mad; in 
which place it feems I was under the benign influence of 
the footman, and maid (ervant, to finifh my ftudies ; be- 
ing kept a po-petual prifoner there, and otherwife treated, 
in a maimer I ihall never repeat, and which I heartily wiih 
to forget. 

For my own part, I had at that time refledions much 
above my years, having read every book which chance or 
providence threw in my way, and digefted them, in a 
manner not cuftomary with children: I had naturally

dies to dance. By O— d, fays the Doftor^ I'll teach * 
you to dance^ and fmg too^ before we part, as ibny ai 

fellow 
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fellow as I appear. Upon this he drew his fword, anct 
defired his enemy to do the fame ; the fecond pals he 
wounded the dancing-mafter in the fword arm, which 
poflibly faved his guts; he dropped his weapon and afked 
for mercy,, which Ac dodor generoufly (hewed him j 
and ^drawing his fword very carefully from the wound, 
he immediately pulled out a cafe of furgical inftruments, 
dreiled his arm, and fent him home in a chair, re- 
commending it ftrenuoufly to him, not to be fb hafty in 
his concluiions for the future. After thefe proofs of his 
ikill in furgiery and the fword, he paid a viiit to the Iying> 
in lady, and found her as well as he could wiih ; but 
pray DoAor, faid the gentleman of the houfe, why did 
you leave us fo abruptly ? Only to fccwer a woodcock, 
replied the DoAor, very gravely, which was all the infor- 
mation could be <^9tatned ftoai him ; it ranHtrd the gen> 
tleman*s curiofity to fend to the dancing-mafter's lodgings, 
where he was found very ill in bed ; the Dodor, however, 

carefully attended him, fupplied him with all neceflaries, 
and Was ib firm a friend to him from that time, that his 

recommendations were the means of aiaking the dancing- 
mafler^s fortune. 

He went.onc mommg into a colFcc-houfc in Cork, and 
it being cold, flood with his back to the fire; a young 

officer 
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officer came in, extremely iine in his drcfs, and fays to 
my uncle, ftand farther off fellow; — yes, pleafe your 
honour, replied the Dodor, and moved confiderably 
back ; — farther yet fellow, fays the other 5 the Dodor kept 
retreating till he got to a window ; he opened it, and 
taking the young fpark (uddenly in his arms, called to the 
company to know if he fhould throw the impertinent cox- 
comb into the ftreet ; — the gentlemen knowing my uncle, 
and having heard what pafled, owned he deferved ho 
better, but oa account of his youth, befbught mercy for 
him.. 

- My dear child, faid' the Dodor, never affront a man 
who is every way your fuperior, becaufe his inclination 
does not lead him to be fo great a jack-daw as yourfelf. 
After reciting thefe, and many inilances of my uncle's 
temper^ he departed, leaving me fully refolved to em- 
brace the firft favourable occaflon to fly there for refuge. 

My father was not only indifferent about my education 
or cloathing, but a little too fevere ; fince, if any thing 
diflurbed his temper abroad, I was fure of a flogging 
when he came home ; and a rainy day was fatal to me; 
bemg ever the fore-runner of chaftizement, whether with 
or without a caufe. This might probably be done to hum- 
ble 
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ble my fpirit, and fit me (or the hardihips of t world I 
■was entering into; and indeed it lias had the deiired efFed, 
ifor tho' I have fallen under various calamities fince, none 
■have been half fo dreadful to me as thofe I fuftained at 
Jiome ; nay, I amfure I muft have died of a broken heart 
■e*re now, had I not fo early been inur*d to af&idHont. To 
ieek occafion to quit fuch treatment was not difficult ; and 
thou^ I had never been in the country of Ireland, I con- 
ceived a notion of travdling to Cork, being very furt, if I 
•once found the road, I ihould purfue it till I obtained my 
^ifhes. 

A gentleman came one afternoon to enquire fbt my la- 
ther, for whom I happened to open the ftreet door ; he 
||;ave me a fhtlling, which was, I believe, the firfl: I could 
ever call mine ; with this fum I reeved, before day- 
break the next morning, to fet out on my intended expe^ 
^ition» and ib little of this great world did I kne^, that 
I thought it quite fufficient. 

According to this pka I executed n^ fcliemd with all 
ipoffible fiknce, fecrefy and fuccefs ; but haj^ned fortu^ 
namely enough to take a wroag road, that is, one that made 
si^ joucn^ about thkty milea^jKnit* 

Besoro 
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Before I had one fingle reflexion on my condition, 
agitated by the pleafing hope of a better fate, I had 
meaflired twenty miles, fatigue and hunger then very 
clofely aiTailed me. I difcovered at fome diftance behind 
me, a Ivifty healthy-looking farmer on horfe-back ; pro- 
bably he perceived in my features and appearance, ibme- 
thing above the vulgar, that induced him to afk me where 

I was going to, I told him to Cork, To Cork child, 

fays the Man with aftonifhment — this is not the road, be- 
iides, 'tis a journey you will never be equal to at this fea- 
fon, (it being near Chriftmas) I told him I mattered no 
hardihips, in contempt of which I would proiecute my 
joiu:ney, tho' at the expence of my life. — You are then, 
I luppofe, well flocked with cafh, faid he, to refrefh 
yourfelf by the way. Yes, returned I, I have thirteen 
pence, which I think quite enough : the honefl fellow 
laughed heartily at my innocence, and as I walked befid« 
his horfe, now took me up before him upon it. — His 
curiofity to find out who I was, made him afk many quef^ 
tion : thefe I evaded very carefully, left he fhould take 
a fancy to fend me home. I told him my father was a 
fhoe-maker, who was ^one to Cork, and that having no 
friends in Dublin, I was going to, him. Tho' he did not 
feem kitirely to credit this relation, he had good manners 
enough to deflft any further interrogations, till we arrived 

D at 
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at his houfe, an homely, but a clean and comfortable habi- 
tation, where the whole family came to meet us at the door, 
and were overjoyed that the farmer had brought a gueft 
with him. As foon as they had fumifhed me with dry ap- 
parel, for it rained very hard, they placed me near a large 
turf fire, then bathed my feet (which is cuftomary in Ire- 
land) and after fpread a table, aboimding with milk, but- 
ter, eggs, and all the rural delicacies that are the fweet 
rewards of a virtuous induftry. — When I refle<9: on the fe- 
rene felicity met with in minds never taught to a/pire, I 
pity, from my foul, many of the rich and great whom I 
have fince fallen amongfl : health, competence and con- 
tentment they are generally ftrangers to : luxury deftroys 
the firft, extravagance the fecond, and ambition the laft. 

That hofpitality is the diftinguifhing chara<aeriftic of 
the people of Ireland, has never yet been dilputed ; and 
the Uttle inftances of it inferted here, may amoimt to a 
further demonftration. 

After being liberally refrefhed by my kind hoft, he 
waited on me to a bed with one of his fons, where I 
" flcpt, wrapt up in meaforelefs content," till day 

break. 
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break. I was then called to know if I chofe to reft my- 
felf a day or two, or purlue my journey ; when I made 
choice of the latter. The board was again Ipread, and 
might juftjy be termed a Cornu Copiae, accompanied with 
the moft tender and finoerc expreflions of a hearty wel- 
come. 

The farmer then faddled his horfe, and after an afFec- 
tionate embrace from every one of the family, took me 
before him, and convoyed me about feven miles, and 
flipping a fhilling into my hand, prayed to God to pre- 
ferve me, and fend me more friends. 

Encouraged by fuch unexpeded liberality and kindnefs 
from perfedt ftrangers, I pufhed on in great fpirits ; about 
noon I flopped at a little houfe on the road to procure 
fome food, as I had money to pay for it. The beft the 
cottage afforded was immediately produced, and to my 
great lurprize, the people, tho' feemingly in the moft 
abje<9: diflrcfs, refufed to accept the fmalleft gratification 
for what they gave me ; but on the contrary, loaded my 
fiockets* with provifion, and attended me to the door with 
ten thoufend bleflings. 

D 2 In 
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In the afternooa I was overtaken by a footman^ who 
had a led hode, and who made me a tendre of riding : I 
readily sccepted the invitation, and upon his requefting to 
know my name, and the purport of my journey, ingenu- 
oufly told, the truth. He knew my family very well, and 
told me he was a fervant to 'Squire A——, who lived a few. 
miles off; and that, tho' it was out of my road, if I would 
venture ^ong with him, he would prormie me good cntaer- 
tainment,^ and take care to put me ten miles forward in 
the morning, if he could render me no other fervice, 
which yet he faid he hoped to do, as his mafter and mif- 
trefs were patterns of good-nature, and cc»ifequently 
would be pleafed to help a young gentleman in my cir- 
cumftances. 

About an hour after dark brought us to the 'Squires 
houfe; the footman brought me into a large hall without 
a fire, and g^ve me into the care of Peter Ludlow the 
coachman, whofe name I gratefully remember, and of 
whofe uncommon kindnefe I oever caa fay enot^tu— 
The footman with whom I came, prefently returned horn 
the houfe,, loaded with eataWe* of different kindsj fuchas 
cold beef, ham and fowl ; but fatigue had taken away my, 
appetite, which Peter obferving with fome regret, en- 
treated me to go to his, hemfe, and he would endeavour 

to 
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to get fomethixig more proper for my refrefliment. The 
footman, who eftecmed me his gucft, exprdfed his un- 
willin^ie& to part with me, till. Peter remuided him of 
his having no fire, and but indifferent bedding, which 
mi^t occafion my death: at this the poor fellow with a 
figk^reed I fhottld go with Peter. 

It was a bitter frofty night, and travelling, to which I 
had never been inur'd, with my fitting down at the 'Squires, 
without a fire, made my limbs ftiff, and my frame quite 
chilly. My hoft, in order to render his cottage more 
Agreeable on fight, than in idea, told me his houfe was 
a beggar's hut at one fide the road, — that he had no food 
but potatoes, no drink but water, no fire, — nor any bed 
but ftraw. Now Sir, faid he, if this fare will fuit you, 
come on with me ; if not, turn back to the 'Squires. — I 
toki him I had obfer:ved.ibmething Co pleafing in his man* 
ner of receiving me, that under all thofe difadvantages* I' 
qhofe to accompany him. — Soon after he knocked at hiis 
own door, and indeed his endeavour to pre-poflefs me 
with an indifoent opinion of his houfe had the defired 
cficd, in making me imagine it a paradife. — There was a 
large Iprightly turf fiue, a clean, neat, handfome wife and 
dau^ter, who (when they heard who I was) were as much 
oweijoyed tp receive me^ tts I eould poffiWy be at falling 
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into fuch hands ; they brought every artide that was ne- 
ceflary for my refrefhment, ' and then put down a couple 
of fowls, bacon and greens for fupper. After treating me 
with a tendernefs and regard, which I had never expe- 
rienced fince the lofs of my mother, they put me into 
their own bed, where delicacy and foftncis would have in- 
clined a perfon to ileep, much lefs tired than I was. 

Peter, who was obliged to attend his mafter early in the 
morning, left ftrid orders that I fhould be well accommodated 
in his abfence ; and by no means be permitted to depart, 
if I fhould exprefs ah inclination for it, — indeed I was ill 
quahfied fo to do, either in purfe or perfon, being fcarcely 
irefrelhed by my night's fleep, and poflefled but of two 
(hillings. 

My amiable and friendly hoftefs waked me early in' 
the morning, to drink fome milk hot from the cow, and 
at ten called me up to breakfaft on tea; fo that I queftion,- 
had I been the 'Squires gueft, if my entertainment had flir- ' 
pafled this. The lower fort of people in Ireland, hold the 
name of a gentleman in high veneration, and would be 
more fubfervant to a man of family, without a fhilling, 
than an upftart, poflefled of ever fo much.— They are great 
geneoligifts, and can trace a man three or four generations 

back; 
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back ; then tell you the different branches and intermar- 
riages, at which they are fo extremely expert, that it is 
next to an impoffibility to impofe on them. 

The lower people' h'ere in England differ from them 
extremely in this, as well as in moft other points j there 
being no greater ohjed: of derifion amongft them, than a 
perfon by any means afliiming the character of a gentle- 
man, without a competency to fupport it in every degree ; 
fo that in London, a cobler's fbn in a lace coat, will have 
mcM-e deference paid to him than the offspring of a noble- 
man, whofe necellities are once made known ; which 
makes this proverb fo frequent amongft them : " don't tell 
mc what I was, but what I am," with many others to the 
fame purpofe. I cannot help faying with regret, that an 
Qutfide has an cffedt on perfons of greater confequence, to 
whom it isfb familiar : — tiiis to me is extremely furprifing, 
becaufe if merit confifted in velvet, lace or embroi- 
dery, Monmouth-ftreet. would be a good place to find it. 
(But to proceed.) 

By the time breakfaft was over Peter returned, and 
informed me, that on his having mentioned me to his 
mjifter and miftrefs, they had expreffed a defire to fee 
me; but, laid he, it would be advifeable to ftay till to- 

I morrow, 
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morrow, and in the mean while, let my wife make your 
linnen and (lockings clean, that you may appear decently 
before them. 

The next morning pretty foon, being quite fpruce, Peter 
and myfelf fet out for the 'Squires, whofe lady, it feems, 
my grandfather, Do<Slor Vanlewen, had attended as phy- 
^cian ; this had railed fome favourable fentimente of me 
before I made my appearance; and, if I may judge from 
the reception I found, the fight of me rather encreafed 
than diminifhed them. 

The 'Squire and his lady met me coming .in, and the 
lady in a very ail^ble manner, declared fhe was proud to 
have one of the worthy doctor's family in her houfe, to 
whom fhe owed (under God) ker lite. Tfeey made me 
flay and dine with them, and afterwards told me, if I 
chofe to refide there a month or two, I was welcome ; and 
they would, in the mean time, write to my uncle in 
Cork, (to whom they underflood I was going) to fee if he 
would receive me. Thefe propofals I refpedfuUy thanked 
them for, but did not chufe to comply with diem. 'The 
reaibn was, that I had rather flay with my firiaid* Peter, 
if I was to abide at all, as I could there be lefs up6n the 
referve, and ieemed to be perfedly deified at his Koatfe : 

at 
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-at my departure in the evening the lady gare me half a 
^inea, the gentleman a crown, and what feemed more 
furprifing, every fervant in the houfe followed Qie, and 
each.gave me {bmething according to their degrees ; which, 
notwithftanding all I could lay in oppofition to it^. they 
compelled me to accept of. 

I now thought tnj{<A( as rich as Croefus, having never 
■before been theinafter of fuch a fum; lb. that I returned 
with Peter in great fpirits.^ — Peter, who was, without a 
■compliment, one of the befl men I had ever known, was 
fincer^ly rejoiced to £nd that his representations of me 
were attended with fo happy an illue : I told him I could 
tu>t but look up(m him as my benefador upon the whole | 
but this he would by no means fu&r to be told, and ra-^ 
ther feemed to chide his fate, at not being capable to a<^ 
in Bay favour, fuitable to the greatnefs of his fentiments. 

In ihort he detsiined me a fbrtraght, during which no 
<:ircumftance was omitted that could be thought condu- 
cive to my health, contentment or cecreation ; and whai 
Peter foifnd that no foUicitatioiis could prevail on me to 
^ontimie lonigitf with him, he defired his wife to make 
me a new flurt, bought a pair of Hioes and ilockings at his 
•own ^pence« and under pretence of fewing my money in 
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. my fob, leaft I fliould be robbed, conveyed a finall piece 
of gold into it, as I afterwards difcovered ; yet when my 
little baggage was packed in a canvas wallet, made by 
Peter, and every thing in readinefs for my departure, it 
was three days befbre I could get away : Peter accompa- 
nied me about fifteen miles, leaving his wife and daughter 
in tears, for our feparation, and fet me down at the Royal 
Oak, ten miles from the city of Kilkenny, ftorti whence 
there is a fine turnpike' road to Cork;' Peter returned 
home with reludlance, after enjoyning me by the moft 
folemn promifes to write to him when I arrived at my 
journey's end ; and if my uncle fhould not receive me 
kindly, he would come himfelf and bring' me back to his 
houfe, where I fhould be welcome while ever he had 
flrength to earn a fupport for me. 

I need not animadvert on the benevolence of foul Peter 
mufthave ppflefled ; as it mufl be obvious to every reader, 
that what he did for me, was without the hope of any re- 
compence, but fiich as he might obtain from the hand of 
heaven ; and tho' diefe pallages may feem almoft too 
trivial to engro^ the reader's Attention, yet I am faitisficd 
there are many will be jileafed td find fiich a charadcr ifi 
fuch a fphere of life ; ahd that a man without the'helps'of 
education, may from pure nature praftice eveiy cTirifli'ah 
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virtue in its moft iimablt p^rfeftion. The itiodefty and 
delicacy with which poor Peter Conferred his favours, may 
be a juft admonition to the rich and the proud, who when 
they are prevailed on to help their fellow creatures, do it 
in fo cruelly contemptuous a manner, as makes the re- 
ceipt of it more painful, than the wretchednefs it is be- 
llowed to relieve. — But to go on :-— A gentleman in a 
coach and fix picked me up at the Royal Oak, and in 
about two hours fet me down in the andent city of Kil- 
kenny, rendered venerable by the beautiful ruins of the 
Duke of Ormond's palace, and feveral edifices and mo- 
numents of great antiquity, that gave hie ihfinite pld^re 
to furvey, though I confefs I am not able to defcribe 
them. 

The nc3ct day being Sundays I refted'fi-om my labour; 
and as I had no acquaintances here, employed mylelf in 
contfetnplating the devaftations made by time, war, and its 
rev61ftiioitt, bn th^ perfe<^nio£ fculptufe andarchiteduie,^ 
iti^fefferali' oM atbBeys arid monafteries I vifited here : this 
gaM^ m6 to a 'train of reflexions, while the gloom of the 
weatKiS* and ftilh^fe of the day infpired an awefiil, yet 
^eafiftg mekncholy j a condition of mind I am much ad- 
(fi€!e!d'-t6, and which hone can truly value who has not 
at' feme timetafted the fweets of it. * .

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tance, and loofe miich of didr beauty on a nearer view." 
— I had wound my imagination up to expeA a tender and 
afFedionate reception the moment I difcovered myfelf to my 
uncle ; it was firft, however, neceflSuy to find outwhere he 
lilted, and how the family were then flcuated. Criers 
and barbers are not only well verfed in fuch matters, but 
likewife prompt to beflow information on fuch as require 
it ; therefore having pai&d into the principal ibect of the 
town, I had recburfe to a facedous^lboldng old fellow, 
whom I faw ihdufbiouily vaumpiag old £hoes (oc a fecond 
market :—t.to fay the tmth, my fhoes were the worfe for 
the wear, 'aiid'^'I load moft pait of my money about me, 
I imagined it difcreet to fumifh myfelf here, before I 
waited <mi tthe IXi^ch-. The cobler feeii^ my feet, 
immediately guefled my commands, and handing me a 
large aflbrtment of his commodity, told me — they were 
pretty goods, and would do me lervice. — I fat down to 
try a pair on me, and in the mean time sUked him if he 
knew one DoAor Vanlewen? — ^What old George, faid 

he, -that I do, and have done any time this thirty 

years, and his father old Guifebert too: oh! that old 
Guifebert .was an odd fifh : when George was a 
hoy, he was after all the wenches in town. Some c^the 
meighbours told the old Dodor, their daughters were not 
fafe, while his fbn was prouling about. — Egad, laid the 
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old man; coop up your hens, I let my game cocks loofe. 
He would probably have coatmued rfic diicourfe till mght, 
if I had not afked whete the doiSlDr now dwelt ; — ^why, 
where the devil do, you cqzne from to aflc that, fiire^ievery 
child in Cork knows old Geoi^ lives in Hanover4beet) 
over the way. — ^Pray what family has he?— Family 
ehoi^h, I warrant you: there's his wife, Peggy 3(^ofts, 
and Betty Donavon 5 and their brodier Bamy M'Gdmeryj 
whom thj5 dodor has bred to his own trade of midwifry. 
-—Ah f it s a pity the dear gentleman has no childiien or 
relations of his own ; for between ^oa and I, he t€«fc the 
wife without a iortnne, arid has fupported her two fiAers 
and brother this many years, who ani httk better 
than" they Aould be. — ^Ha^^g ^^und^ Kdw the ^wjnd 
lay, and being weary and dirty, I a&ed the coWer if 
he knew where I could fleep that night ? He told 
me I mi^bt go to his houfe, as I ieemed to be a fprightly 
lad, and he would accoinmodate me cheaper and better 
than any per^ whatibever.

Having iinifhed diis elegant epiftle, I difpatched my 
envoy with it, and waited impatiently at the cobler*s houfe 
till he returned, which happened in about an hour s time :

He embraced me very affec- 
tionately, holding me fome time in his arms(, while' rfie 
tears ftrea'med from His' eytSj- and he cry*d, this is all I 
wifhedfor. He field^me faft l^ the Hand, arid turtiirigf

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you*!! find that I have made this pompous digrefllon, only 
to apologize for my honeftly confcffing, that I was infi- 
nitety ddighted when the audience clapped their hands at 
the end of a fong : — for whether I pleafed them or no by 
my finging, yet they heartily pleafed note by giving me 
room to imagine I had done it. At the end of eadi fong" 
I went into a fide box, where I had a thoufand compli- 
ments and invitations, to the no fmall pleafiire* of my 
uncle and the ladies, who geaetally accon^>amed me 
there. 

One evening, in the midft of the concert, my uncle was 
c^led en to attend a lady, fo that we wait home without 
him : about eleven o'clock at night he knocked, a thun- 
dering fafarara at the door ; I flew to open it, and, to my 
unfpea^able fiirpnze, faw him with his. fword drawn, and 
bloody, in his hand, his wig with one tye over his face, 
sttid his whole frame in the utmoft agitation.

Juft 
turning Hanover-ftreet, three fellows fet upon me, one of 
them coUer'd me, while the, two others ftood behind ; fo I 
juft run him thro' the body, that's all child, and he lies now 
where I left him. The footman was immediately ordered 
to get a lanthorn, and we all, except my uncle, precipi- 
tately ran to behold this tragic event ; but neither man, 
Hving or dead, was to be found, which was iome confokr 
tion to my aunt. While the dodor enjoyed his triumph, 
and extalled himfelf as a prodigy of fkill and courage, we 
were all in the utmoft panic, left he fhould have killed 
fome of his innocent neighbours.

an excufe to him, which quite cxxitented me. We had an elc* 
gant dinner, and after coffee was over, a ball, where there 
was a number of the firftrate beauties. My little heart was 
Co elated with mufick, gaiety and chearfulnefi, that I never 
obferved how the hours rolled on ; (o that it was paft two 
in the morning before I remembered I was to go home : 
in Ihort, it was too late, and I had a bed with one of my 
friends. Though I judged my uncle would not be altoge- 
ther pleaied at my flaying, yet, as I was in fbme of the 
genteeleft company in town, I hoped to £nd remiflionofthe 
firft fault ; and the more readily to obtain it, I brought Cap- 
tain F— r and Captain A— — y to apologize for me, and 
take the reproach of my offence on thcmfelves.

She told them ihe was fbrry they had 
the trouble of coming ; but that as for me, fhe was not in 
die leaft difbbliged at my condud, who was really too fine 
a gentleman to be \mder her direction, or my uncle's 
either : that the Dodor was determined to fend me back 
to my father, whofe family had already been too expen- 
five to him. My father's fomily, madam, faid I, with fur- 
prize? 
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prize ? Yes, Sir, your mother coft me fifty pounds at Md- 
low, a fum that her fonfliall never have from i^s, The 
gentlemen finding her begin to grow indelicate, took their 
leave, and promifed to call fbme oth^ time. 

When my unde came in he took no manner of notice 
of me, fiirther than by bidding me get ready to go to 
Dublin, as he was determined to have no more plague 
with any of my family. I could make no reply to this, 
injun«abn, my heart was ib fiill of forrow ; but imme- 
diately left the room, and retired to my bed chamber, to 
contemplate my unhappy condition. As nothing appeared 
half Co dreadfiil to me as a thought of returning to my 
hther, afiured that my treatment would there be infinitely 
more rigorous than in a galley, the tncae 1 ftudied what 
to do, the more I was perplexed ; till at length I recol- 
le<%ed, that my fchool mafter, IXx^or Bayley, was very fond 
of me, and that, perhaps, hy caning my bofbm to him, 
he might become a mediator widi my uncle for our re- 
conciliation. Inf{»red with this hope, I went to him, 
which gave my good-natured aunt and her fifters a happy 
occafion to obferve the pride and haughtinefs of my (pint, 
that I was ready to burft with it, even while I ftay'd in the 
loom ; and that, inftead of falling on my knees to im-, 
plore fbrgivenefs, I flew like a tyger out of the houfe,

courfe I learned after from my uncle's footman. 

My poor uncle, whole real' good nature was not ac- 
companied by an equal fhare of penetration, faw things in; 
the manner they were reprefented to him, without giving 
the eye of his underftanding room to meditate on t^e real 
caufes of them : he infftantly fwallowed this palpable bait, 
and became now earneftly ineenfed againft my pride and 
ingratitude. The . ladies then feemed to plead for me, 
kindly confefling I was a pretty youth, and had great 
abilities for my years ; but withall, that they had never- 
told the dodor half the ftate I took upon me, or the 
contemptuous airs I gave myfelf to them arni their fer- 
vants. Thefe they illuftrated by many inftances, but, not-

I confulted Mr. Bayley, who advifed me, by all means, 
to embrace the offer, as it might probably be made to try my 
temper.

. bafket very well filled with ncats tongues, wine, rum, tea, 
I fugaf 
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fugar and bread. They accompanied me to the water 
fide, fliedding tears all the way for my leaving them fo lud- 
denly; but well I ween they were the tears of joy. They 
advifed me as foon as I landed, to write a lubmiflivc letter 
to my imcle, which they wduld ftrenuoufly back with 
their entreaties for my coming home again, and that they 
made no doubt c( having me with them in4efs than a 
month. My focJifli heart believed all this, and my eyes 
overflowed with real tears for my departure, tho' I made 
no doubt of my returning according to their fuggeftions. 

As foon as. r came on board the floop, which was the 
firft I had ever been in, I delivered my trunk and provi- 
fions to the Captain ; thefe he promifed to take good care 
of, and Ukewife to accommodate me with his own bed. 
T]ieie was nothing I aiked him about, but he gave me a 
iatisfadlory promiie for ; how they were fulfilled, will 
ihortly appear.

I then 
entreated our commander to (hew me where I was to 
fleep: he at firfi laughed at me, but after frequent felici- 
tations, he complimented me with this elegant fea phrafe, 
" Dam your eyesy Jiow ^where you can.^^ I attempted to 
go to the cabbin, but that was filled with the moft loath- 
some and melancholy objeds j which may be better con- 
ceived by thofe who know what ffca, fickiiefs is, than de- 
fcribed : in fliort, I was glad to get into a fmall boat that 
was faftened on the deck, where I indured cold and dif- 
order till morning. What would I then have given for a 
^ifli of tea : but, alas I my very honeft Captain took fuch 
care of my ftores, as never to let me fee the fmallefl; particle 
of them ; fo that, during a paflage of feven days, had it not 
been for the hofpitality of fome other of my fellow fufferers, 
who were more careful of their ftores than I was, I 
muft have been ftarved with hunger as well as cold. At 
the end of that time, on a Sunday afternoon, we came 
fafe into Dublin harbour ; and after paying my half crown, 
and a (hilling for a boat, 1 was landed with my fmall cargo 
at Ringfend. 

I immediately looked out for a Jioufe .wh6re there was 
a large fire, and after having exhaled the friendly heat, I 
refrcflied myfelf with a change of linnen and apparel,

iX^e a foftune ; ^ afo we have exhibited in Dublin iim 
winter, for which purpofe I have- akeady taken the Taylws 
hall, we may go to Briftol, Bath, Scotland, and, to crown 
all, to London ; and in order, at once, to (hew you how 
much i prize iherit, and how ready I am to encourage it, 
I will engage to ^ve you a hundred pounds the £rft year, 
be^des your board and lodging, and afterwards encreafe it, 
if you chufe to continue with, me. . 

Sudi a propo£d to a po'fcm in my fituation, could not 
fail of a ready acceptance : I blefied the happy moment I 
left my uncle, and began to think providence had ordered 
it for my advantage. I coniidered myfelf already a man of 
an hundred a year, without the pain$ of fhidying phyfic ; 
and tKat for only amufing myfelf by finging, which I 
thmight no manner of trouble. I told the gentleman 
my opinion, who allowed I was extremely judicious, 
and added, th^t if I fdeaied I mi^t go to his lodgings to- 
lught, and that we would to-^morrow have articles diawn, 
and kt about the ftndy of fuch (bugs as were beft adapted 
to his jingelic Organ^ as he filled it.

After this he called hia landlord to provide a 
bed for me j thisy after oumberlefs obilacles, was d<»ie in 
a miferabk garret, where nothing but the long want of 
reft could haa^ Iv^ed me torepofe. 

When I came down in the mwning, I found the Cap- 
tain labourii^ hard with a broken pair of bellowt , to blow 
about a handful of embers, on which A tin cofiee-pot, 
Ivithout a handle, wa9 placed for a tea-kettle ; after great 
ihduftry it boiled, and he took from the cafe of the violin- 
celo before mentioned a broken delft bafbn, with fcwne 
coarfe brown fugar, a paper with feme nafly bohea tea, a 
C0ifffe loaf, and a crock of ftmking bu^er : all thele ap- 
pear^KCs <^ the moft abje^fc povcrt^> after the fcenes of 
f^emty and ckHght I had juft left^ confideraUy abated the 
ti:anfport» my hundred a year had givvn me; antd though 
I hatd no cGQuception of- the chairafler of a pFDJetftor, yet I 
could not help thinking the man mady to talk of a hundred 
pounds^ who did not item Wcath three-pencr. I very 
modk&fy told him, I f!h®uid he obliged t^ him for a Ail- 
ling of the change Ilent him, to get a better breakfafl, 
9& I could not poflibly difpenfe with fuch homely fare ?

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Why there it is child, faid he, diat is the very rock 1 
fplit on : good God I Co what end do we eat ? To fuftain 
nature. Suppofe this breakfaft conJifted of every thing 
nice in its kind, what difference will it make in my con- 
flitution to-m<»row, nay, an hour hence ? Or when I go 
abroad in the habit of a gentleman, who is to know whe- 
ther I breakfafted on Hyfon tea, or water gruel? In- 
dulging the appetite is a meer brutal cuftom, beneath the 
dignity of a prudent man, or a philofopher ; and a young 
man like you, who has all his faculties in the hi^eft per- 
fedion, fliould be^quite indifferent about thcfe matters. I 
will let you have a billing with, all my heart, but I would 
advife you to do as I 'do, and you'll find the comforts of it 
at ^e year's end.

diveft himfelf of all the ccnxifcHts of life : for my own part, 
there appeared (o much meannefi and low breeding m all 
his words and aiSi^is, tiiait if 1 1^ not had it from better 
iauthority than his own relation, I could never have be- 
lieved 
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lieved he had recdved the educaticoi of a gentleman, or 
kept company with any above the degree of a journeyman 
mechanick.---For during my unhappy pUgrimage in his 
abode of famine, he made no ceremcmy of going to a

When I 
came on fhore, he. would accept no gratuity for my paf^ 
{age, but brought me to his houfe, and made fo much of , 
me, that I concluded he was one of the honefteft fellows 
I had ever feen. 

From the intimacy I had, thro' the incereft' of my -un- 
cle, with all the perfbns of confequence in dii^ city, I 
itoa^edmyfelf iiirrounded with^iends^ with^my of whom 
1 might have hada twekemonth's board and lodging, if 
the worft came to the worft t this I- hfd ^ ftrong r^fon 
to judge fronii the . ardent defire diey all expiefled for my 
company, and the imwiUingnefs they 'Oall ihew^ to pait * 

with 
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wffh me,-as well as tbe moft la^{h profeilions of friend- 
fhip madeto'ine at a tiiqe w^m I needed not their Ser- 
vice. ' The Captain reconlmended me to a cheap Uttie 
lodgings where I (at down for the prefent to ftudy the 
plan of wEiy luture. operations, which I did not doUbt 
wduld be attended with all the (uccefs I could wifh. The 
fifil viiit I made, was to a. Roman Catholick widow, 
whom nxy MXiclt called coiifui ; a lady who had- a good 
fortune.,, and who. feemed, by the hofpitality of her table, 
to live to. the top: of it. Here at leaft I promifed myfelf 
a hqarty wjelcome, and elegant entertainment: indeed,, 
cptiildering how extremely cheap all kinds, of povifion 
are in Cork,, what ooe' moderate man can eat or drink 
•in a (smily, becomes (o finall an expence, that any good* 
natured perfon might. aiR>rd it> without inccnnmoding 
thismfdvep.: ' 

On my firft entrance, the whple family feemed' agree- 
ably furpi:if^ af the iftterview, and. congratulated me on 
.my retjum to my unck, whom they faM they all knew 
woeutd-n^yey b^ happy without m^. They were jufl 
going to' dinner, and: beggod the favour of my company,, 
an invitation v^ry acceptable at that time ; but as fbonr as 
I had let them know I had undertaken this journey with-*^ 
fltotmy UBcle's knowledge, and that I was not yet certain, 
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cjI" a reception, I pfefceivedf a viable altejrati^n, in tfVeff 
countenance, patticlilarly two Jefiiits, wfeo ' were- the wi» 
d&ws <k»ne{Hc ch^lains ■■: the one of whom, b^an a v&f 
elafeopate difcdurfe, mpon che ill confluences of childreiii 
flying in the foce erf" their parents; which was as impioi]$ 
ai flying in the feoe of G66 ; that the curie of di^e^ 
dience attended not coily the offender, but a curie was 
likewife-entailed on all who afforded them harbour or rc- 
^ge. I am not faying, faid he. Mailer Pilkington's caie 
is dich, tho* I cannot but conclude, he has- committed 
feme cKCribrdinary crim^, to turn fo good a man as the 
do^r againfthim, and'while he coHtinxies \lnreconcileSd to 
hith, he is ddtibtleis nnrecotidled to heavenr; and imder 
thofe citcumftaAces a bitting will not attend choie whd 
liarbour or entertain hina. This was the- flanged and tht 
neweft do<9aine I h^d ever heard ; in anfwer to which, I 
rdated the whole ftoiy of my oflfence ; but the pious 
aeafoU! isilifted, that my endeavouring to, defend my irino- 
tence, was a proof of incorrigaUe guik, ' and tiiat ht 
l^now'a WY^e opinion' <>^ me ithan before: this-jefiii- 
tical matiner of arguing put me entirely ovit of countc*- 
nance, and made me look on my^ in a veiy defj^&hU 
Jfght, . '

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The lady of the hoiife told me, that fhe fliould fee; 
the do6;or the next day ; a^id that both herfelf and tho& 
worthy gendemea would u{e thetr endeavx^ui^ to obtaia 
xrcf fbrgiv^nefsy with which afHirance I left them* As I 
returned to my lodging, I met a young gei^leman I had' 
formerly known ia the univerfity of Dublin, who wa« exi- 
tremely glad to-ibe me^ lie tc4d nve, that he had dilbbliged^ 
his friends, ; and had betakjen himfelf to the (la^ for a; 
livelihood i that he had aided in Dublin with ^eat ap- 
plaufe, and was now come to fpend the fummer ftrqling; 
with the Gcork corapaxiy. After telling him how I w*s fituf 
%ted, he afked me if I had a lodging? Upon my anfwer-r 
ing in the affiimative, he told me, that he would be 
obUged to me for a part of it, and that. in. return, I. 
might fee ^ play as : often as. I cho£e. I was pleafed to. 
meet with a genteel, companion in xtky ach^rfity,. and to, 
Ijjivc fo high an entertainment 93 a play, which I then; 
looked on a& the. greatefl enjayment in Jiifc. I ^ve no 
lijoney, laid my friend, but I hayq good credit, of which 
you. fhall immediately 1 have a proof ^ faying this,* he led: 
soye to a- tax^erp, where moift of the comedians reformed. I 
^m^ thecc^verfation of the^n^en^ade up of buffoonery,., 
cfrontery, and quotations fromplayfej for all which I ^a» 
;fo much at a I06, that I ^ppeafed a me^ novice amongft 
them. At length one. of them was requefted by the reft 
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of the company to fing a fbng ; which, after ,numbcrlefs 
entreaties and apologies for a cold and hoarfenefs^ he waa 
prevailed on. to do ; but indeed his performance needed 
more excufes than he had offered for it, being intolerably 
bad. After having received the thanks and complimenfe' 
• of the company, for his mafterly execution and judgment, 
my friend defired I would favour the gentlemen with a 
^ecimen of my finging, which I readily did, and was re- 
paid by a thundering clap of approbation. The mailer of 
the theatre, who was prefent, told me, that if I would join 
the company, I ihould haveaU fuitable encouragement; to 
which my acquaintance eameftly prefled me, by way of 
fliewing the old it>gue, my uncle, how litde I valued him. - 

Whatever reludance my pride felt at entertaining a 
thought of appearing in the delpicable light of a ftroling 
player ; yet when I reflected on my neceflitous condition-, 
I jCould not but be almoft tempted to embrace the offer; 
nay',, I was determined to have done it, if I found my un- 
cle perfift in his refblution : and therefore told the ma- 
nager, that I would confider of his propofal, and give him 
an anfwer in a few days. After having fupped and drank 
'very hearty, my "friend and I retired to our lodgings, he 
•^ £rft having anfwered the reckoning. 

As 
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As I determined in the interim, not to negle<5t the main 
chance, I went to the widows the next afternoon ; but 
had no admittance farther than a back parlour, where 
one pf the priefts came to acquaint me that my uncle 
had been there ; and as loon as he was informed of my 
being in town, flew in a great rage, not only folemnly 
protefting he would never be reconciled to me. by any in- 
treaties, but likewife, that he would break ofF all friend- 
fhip and colinedion with any of his acquaintance who re- 
ceived me. You know. Sir, faid he, what a regard and 
intimacy has long fubfifted between the do<9:or's family 
and this. You likewife Icnow, that you' are utterly a 
ftranger to iis, and were only acceptable as his relation. 
You cannot poffibly llippole, that a family breach will at 
this time of day be made upon your account. When you 
conflder all this, you cannot bp dipleafed, or think it un- 
reafonable in the widow, to defire the favour you will not 
come here again. She wifhes you very well, and yoa 
have the prayers of the family for your better fortrnKC, but 
that is the moil you can expert. I told him, I could not 
blame the widow, or myimcle, and only hoped th^ would 
retain the fame charitable opinion of me, if I made ufe of 
pieans for my own fupport, without being a burthen to 
any one. He afltired me, they always would, and earneftly 
recommended to me to purlue fuch mea(ures as I thought 
/ . L naoft, 
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moft conducive to it ; concluding with your moft humble 
fervant, Sir. When I returned to my lodgings, I found 
my friend preparing to go to the play ; I went with him 
behind the fcenes, and cither as good or ill-fortune would 
have it, the dodor and his family were in the pit, and faw 
me. When the play was over, the company went to their 
ufual rendezvous, where my friend brought me to liipper. 
Itold the manager 1 was now ready to embwace his offer, 
fincc I found I had no longer the hopes ' of being a gentle^ 
man. A gentleman ! Sir, laid he ; why, what do you take 
me for ? there is not a man in the company, who is not a 
gentleman by hirth and education. If we were not men of 
learning and parts, we Aiould be badly qualified to repre- 
sent the human pai&ons ; but you are too young to make 
pirqper diftin<^ns, therefore ihould be forgiven for a far- 
-cx&sl o^esf^fe inexcufaHe. 

r . .This le^bn had a proper effed: on me, and perfuaded 
iMtd, (that playctt ivere gentlemen, especially as by their 
drefsland expcoces thei^ afliimed the <^arader as much 
as cofuld fee; . fo tiiat I was quite reconciled to be a gentle- 
man :|^yer;liq)on which I received the congratulations of 
the conmany, and was to have iung between the a<5ts the 
Monday fodlonfeing. 



The 
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The next morning after breakfafl fbmdxxly rapp'd 
very hard at our door ; my companion, who was appre^ 
henfive of a bailiff, betook himfelf to a clofet to hide. 
When I opened the door, I difcovered the manager and 
fome other of the principal adors : they alked for my 
friend, who knowing their voices, ventured to make his ap- 
pearance. So, fays the manager, I have brought an old houfe 
over my head, thro' your acquaintance here; the mayor 
of the town has fliut up the playhoufe, and we may now 
go thrafh in a barn for our maintenance. How fb, faid my 
companion ? Why, Sir, it leems this young man is doSor 
Vanlewen's nephew, and the doAor having fecn him at 
die houfe laft night, and judging we were going to enter- 
tain him, has made intereft to deprive us of bread, uHtiM 
was ohEged to give veiy great feeurity, th^ mafter. Pil- 
kington fhould nevd- appear on our ftage : I am very Corry 
for it, as I know it would have been mutually ferviceaWe j 
but fuch is the cale, and there is no help for it. 

My companion and rnyfelf were thunderftruck with this 
relation, which utterly difconcerted all the plans we had 
laid for the enjoyment of life ; but to give me what com- 
fort my condition would admit of, my friend ailured me, 
that if. I did not adjuft matters with my uncle, he woyld 

L 2 . fhar^ 
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fliarc the laft {lulling with me, and therefore entreated I 
would keep up my fpirits. 

How inconfillent this part of my uncle's behaviour was 
with the reft of his chara<9:er, may feem extraordinary to a 
reader, who does not confider, that with all his good qua- 
lities, he was haughty, pofitive, and inflexable. He would^ 
perhaps, have as willingly beheld me going to make a 
hempen exit, as entering on the ftage; and indeed I do not 
now wonder at it, as it certainly would have made him look 
veiy contemptable in the ^es of a people, to whom he 
had himfelf fo warmly recommended me ; befides that, 
the difiblute lives and idle difpofitions of thofe men, their 
abfurd compofition of pride and meannefs, their imperti- 
nence and preemption in all companies where they Jhave 
the leaft countenance fhewn them, renders them but too 
j^uftly the objeds of univerfal derifion ; neither did I ever 
know a fingle one of them, except the perfon above 
named, who was not lavifh, oftentatious, ignorant, and 
ungrateful ; whofe vanity did not exempt him from all feel- 
ing of obligations, thro' an opinion, that whatever, favour 
could poflibly be fhewn him, was a fUpend juftly paid to 
his diflinguiihed merit. 

The generous offer of afliftance, made me by my 
friend, by no means aflbrded me a quiet mind ; to drag a 

dependent 
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dependent exiftence from the labours of a diftrefled gen- 
tleman, did not tally with my fentiments of life ; I there^ 
fore went every day. amongH: my former acquaintances, 
in tkei behaviour of whom I Found all the coolne{s and J 
referve that could poffibly difcourage me from viiiting 
one place a fecond time; and diicovered, that the true, 
charaiaeriftic o£ the pec^le of this country*, is to make 
extravagant profeflions of regard to all thofe who want 
no favours, and to treat with the utmoft indi^rence all 
thofe who do.; for this they are indeed remarkable thro*> 
the known world. 

My apparel, which was but tolerable at my arrival here^; 
daily grew more weather beaten ; fy that at length I waa 
afhamed to walk; outj ex(;ept ^t night. I b^an novv toj 
experience the; pinching effedb of want, in the midft of 
wliich my fpirit kept me from complaining even to, my 
bedfellow. . I. tave frequently been a whole day without 
food of , any kind, and wj^der'd in the lo;ie|y frdds, to. 
hide. it. One evening dbout dufk I p^f&d by the place: 
where the concert was held, and concluding from a dum- 
ber of chairs and coaches about the houie that there muft. 
be a great audience, I begged leave: of the ftggp door 

keeper, 

• The province' of Munfter : if the criticks Ihould figr here, that I con- 
tr^i£b myfelf in die charafteriftics of the people of Ireland, I anfwer, there 
, is no general rule without an exception ; tis the genius of the province al- 
luded K>, to aA as I have defcribed, and I copy nature. 
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keeper, who knew me, to let me go behind the fcenes» 
which favour I obtained. The firft ad of the mufick 
wa& then playing, and I obferved that the boxes were 
fuller than iifuaL When the *5l was over the gentlemen 
came out to take a glais of wine, and as foon as they fkw 
me, unanimouAy ibllicited I would fing a fong in the next 
stBt : I excured myfelf oin account of my drefs. Oh 1 faid 
one of them, your £nging wiH make amends; foe that dc-^ 
fed : in fhort, I found it impofHble to refiile them, and 
aQcoi*dingIy I beg£in thie lecond ad with a /bng. I had: 
the pleafure to be highly applauded, alid enchofcd'; L 
fong it a fecond time, and after fainting the company, 
made my exit.. As foon as I retired behind the icenes, a 

gentleman came and acquainted me, that C O , 

Elq; and fome ladies, who were with him, defired the 
favour of my company to foppcr at the Cork arms tavern r 
I faid I did not know the gentleman : yes, Sir, faid he,' 
but he knows you, and your family, and your going will* 
be to your advantage. He has heard, laid he, of your 
affair wi*h your uncle, and therefore you need iiot be 
uneafy about your appearance. I proraifed to wait on 

Mr. O , and in the mean time Hew to inform m^ friend 

of my adventure. He was fJncerely rejoiced at it; ind as 
he had no clean fhirt but that on his back, even flrip*d it 
off, and lent it to me. By the time I had put myfelf in 

order. 
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order, dae hour aisived for mj repairing to the tavern : I 
was fhewn up ftairs diredly, where the cloth wa^ laid, 
and I found. the gentleman with two ladies : he inunedi- 
2^y aroie and faluted me, introducing me &:ft to Lady 

F e, and then to Miis B— — k ; both of whom were 

his wife £ Mers. 

After an elegant fupper was over, Mr. O — ^ enteted 
into a very ierious diicourib with me, about my uncb's 
difpleafure, and the caufes of it: I told him candidly the 
whole i^ory, gave my uncle an admirable charado*, and 
imputed the blame of it to my unguarded conduA. Ht 
confeiled my iincerity gave him as much fatisladion as 
my tinging had done, and that he. thought it a pity the 
Dodor could not be mollified ; that. Sir, iaid he, by 
all accounts he never will: but child, don't delpair, 
for providence may raife you fome other friend. 
After having dmnk a glafs or two of wine, he bummed 
a tune himlelf, and then ^equefted a fong itom Lady 

F e, who excufed herfelf, by faying, (he would prevail 

on Mafter Filkingcon to do it for her, and £be J(V<)uld, in 
return, play him a tune on tbd htfrpdichord^ whenever ht 
^id her the honour to pay her a vifit. This polite man- 
ner of treating a perfon in my defolate &ate^ appeared the 
bighelt pitch of good breeding and delkacyl Inhere is no 

3 merit 
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merit in being complaint to thofe who ane upon'an 
equality, with us in fortune.and fl^on; none but troljr 
refined -fpirits are capaWe of making the diftindion, 
or of beftowmg their favours' with that becoming dignity, 
that leaves the mbft-^i^tte^ imprefHoii on a ienfiblenund. 
This perfcAion of foul eminently adorns the admirable 
lady to whom I have infcribed this work ; every mark of 
whofc friendfhip is accompanied by a markofn her good 
feiiie, conddcention, and unlimited benevoli^ce. . ' 

I readily complied with. Lady F——e''srequcft, and iiing 

for her ladyfhip and Mifs B rr— k ; withal declaring; 

that I found (6 much pkafure in the 'hope of pleafing, 
that I fhould never be. tired >of fingirig^till thiey were 
Wjeary of indulging my vanity, by attendkig to.it. Mr. - 
O — r-r. remackc4, that I ;was. the firft; obli^g:good 
finger he had ever met with; for pox on. them, fiud he, 
one has! (o much tmubk.to perfuade them to open their 
mouths, that when they do it^ it is not wcnth a fkrthing. 

.; After, entertaining them v^di all the {oh^ I could; re- 
colled, and receiving all the compliments ufual amongfl 
the mufical connoi0eurs, . thejr 4efired I would come and 
breakfaft with them next mc^rning. . Mr. O— r— afked me 
where I lodged^ and with whom: this g^ve an opportunity 

. to 
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to ihtrodiice^thc dMIgattons J la^ tinfkx to my frieod^ and 
to pidure ikiai u) the jiaoft amiaUe light, in hopes to pro- 
cure him r9tne.recoD!lpence Fcmt hitf readinels upon all oc- 
i^afiQBs Ip. iJb^ m& '• Mr. O — ^.e was pleaied to .find the 
ardent c^^jcfeflions of/ latitude I made ufe of on this ftrb- 
.jed; and while I endeavoured to promote the welfare of 
another, I .adii&Ily promoted m.y own, by confirming in 
-thi&inftatiiH£):t|ie good opinion.. had been conceived of 
me in other Tiefpeifts-r we parted, I believe, thoroughly 
pleafed With each other, at leaft in. appearance and confe- 
guence it ieemed {b. 

f • ' 

• The reader vwll judge in what raptures I returned to 
cotrtmunicate jny good tidingt; I found my friend amo^^ 
the comediaiiS) whom I. now locked ca;i in their proper 
Jightj and could not be prevailed on even to fit >down 
amofigfi: them. My compamoa, who. was impatient to 
know the event of my flipping with thefe great folks, pre- 
ieni^y took his hat and accompaaied me home : I related 
evciy circum^a|!ice to him, which he heard with equa^l 
jrapture, attention, and aftcmifhment. You mud know, 

. (aid he, that C s O e is a man of five thoufand 

a year; heisaperibn ofextrenoegcxxl fenf^ penetration 
and jiidgmait ; tho' I only conceived he had lent for you 
to fiiiga Ibiig or two, and have given you a few giiiQes^;

Meaatiine^the taylor came, with an unlimited cH-der to 
equip me^.^^t, tohis entire difappQJn tmcnt, J beipok^ op 
more than a ^k of fuftian, in which dre& I perceived Mr. 
O - e generally went After having been taken meaiure 
of, I again .returned to my ineady who tM me, that his 
benefit ph^ was to be the Thurfd^y £ennight following; 
that. he-hope4 I would be prefent at it, as he was to per- 
form his fayourite dbiara^er that ni^t. I took a bill and 
Xome-tjckets irom him, which I brqi}ght with me whe^ I 
went to diooer, as I fhould have observed, that I received 
a general i^vitatioa i^ the morqing. 

M 2 Mr. 
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, Mr. O -e aiked what doaths I had ordered ^ I ati- 

fwGced, that having no emulation but that of refenibling 
him> I had deiired the taylor to makt a fiiit in the man- 
ner of his : this pka(ed him €xtremel)r, and he afiured 
me, that modefty kid more claim to his fnendihip, than 
even the title I had to it from my conver£ition and con- 
dition ; promifin^ that as foon as we :went to Dublin^ I 
(hould have an elegant waridrobe,' and'eveiy encourage-' 
ment that could moft conduce to ray feJieity. 

After dinner, I took oocafion to introduce one of my 
friends play bills, and again to enumerate his good quali- 
ties ; relating, without difguife, all our paft converfation 
on the happy omens of my better fate ; not omitting the 
charader he had given me of Mr. O— c : this fuccceded 

to my wifli. Mr. O e fent for the gendemahy. and 

after taking about ten pounds-^worth of his tickets, and 
paying for them, now, Sir, faid he, as neither myfelf, or 
any of my family, can poffibly have the pleafure to fee 
this play, being obliged ' before the time menddned to be 
out of town ; whether will it oblige you mcft to give thefe 
papers away, or put them into the fire ? But agaih, faid 
he, I need not alk, becaufe, from what Matter Mkington 
has told me of your theatrical abilities^ you will undoubt- 
edly have a full houfe, cxcMve of this trifling number;

O^-— e many thanks* He very politdy told him, that 
if there was any obligations fubfifting, it muft be between 
himfelf and Mr. Pilkington. The gentleman was too much ' 
confufed aiid ovajoyed: to fay much on the fubjeft, thcre- 
fcae he iUcntly retired with a low bow. 

Had Mr. O e put me in po/Teflion of his whole 

for^e,, rt could Jiot have ghren me mca-e rapture, than 
thi^, jnftance of his humanity infpired. Debts of honour 
are a moft painful burthen to a heart abftraded from the 
the fordi^ felf-devoted principles that a^ftuate the genera- 
lity of mortals... i'Wours conferred without a view of rcr 
compence, demand of tiicmfelves the fulleft return. Good 
God ! How often, in the tranfient fpan of my life, have I 
prstyed for an opportunity lik^ this, of demonftrating what 
aH imlimited afcendancy gratitude has over my bofom ? 
How often wiftied, that inftead of fohciting one favour for 
myfelf, I could beftow fifty oa others ; but, alas I I was 
bOTn to be ftill a poor dependent, in which light, all that 
ev^n the mufe infpires with truth,^ is looked on as venial ; 
and tho' I. endeavour that way toexprefs the fenfe I have 
df the gpodnefe of my benefa<^is, yet I am apprized that 

; my 
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poverty makes many juft comemndations of virtue tmd 
merit, falling from my pen, but too liable to be thought 
flattery ; even by iuch as are confcious in themi^ves, 
that much more might be faid on the fuhjc^t by a man of 
fortune, without the leaft fufpicion of it. 

If my reader finds this work interfpcrfcd with fissne pa- 
negyricks, they muft do me the juftice to own, they arc 
addreiTed to fuch as are unexceptionably diftinguifhed for 
the qualities I have ajfllgned to them : that my pen, whe- 
ther good or bad, has never been the proftitute of party, 
or the prefs : that I never wrote a fingle fyllaWe in verfe, 
that was not literally true in profe ; and which, from the 
fincerity of my heart, I did not believe : but ftay, its time 
(enough to talk of that when we come to recite the verfcs j 
I had better now go on where I left of. 

Our continuation in Cork, which was but a few days, 

afforded nodiing but repeated marks of Mr.O 's friei^* 

ifhip and regard to me, in equipping me with all the ab- 
folute neceffaiies for our intended journey ; fiich as boots, 
whip, hunting cap, and riding coatj together with fome 
very fine linnen. He paid my lodging for the whole time 
I had been in it; and the next morning, about ei^ 
o'clock, we iet out in a Phaeton chaife, drawn by fix dun

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horJes, and a numerous retinue of fervants in filver laced 
liveries, ^ Ballyanon,. near Middleton, the feat of Mrs.

As we paired thro' the town I efpied my old cobler, 
formerly mentioned, in the ipot, and about the lame em« 
l^yment, I had firft difcovered him : this brought a long 
train c£ refle^dons to my mind, and made me for ibme 
time grave and filent. When we got- into the clear air, 
upon a fine turnpike road, Mr. O— e requefted to know 
the iubjed of my contempktions. I related to him the 
narration of my journey from Dublin, my' adventure with 
the coUer, my reception with my uncle, and every thing 
I diought would entertain him, at which he expttffed 
much i&tisfa€tion. You muft know, faid he, the momettt 
you came upcMi the ftage, I difcovered Something of je ne 
i^ai quoi about you, that a>nvincod me you were above your 
appearance.

I have, .fiiid he, three children of my own, 
hum they are as yet too youi^ to make tsmpany of, the 
jddcfl being only fix years old. The infincerity of the 

world 
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world makes me avoid intimate conne<^oiis with anjr,' 
fince I was derived, by death, of a faithful, moft endear- 
ing, and fenfible wife ; who had variety of charms in her 
perfon, converfation, and fkill in mufick ; being fliperior 
in that refped to any I have ever heard. You will find 

that Lady F e and Mifs B k play exquifitdy 

well on the harpfichord, but they were by no means equal 

to her. When we arrive at S s C— e, continued he, 

I have a libraiy of books, the beft calculated to improve 
the underftanding of a young ftudent. I fhould think my> 
felf rather an enemy than a friend, if I retained you 
meerly for any gratification of myfelf, or my acquaint- 
ances. I know it is now the time for you to enridi your 
mind with thofe qualities, that will render you fit for any 
employment, your friends or your taloits may procure 
you^ It is only with this view I have received you, and 
tie aflured, that while you perfevcre in virtue, hiumility, 
tmd obligingneis, I will make it a principal point of my 
ftudy to promote your prefent content and iuture enjoy- 
ment. 

By the time he had made an end of this difcourfe, which 
manifefUy fpoke the excellence of his diipc^don, and 
awakened in my foul the mofl inexpreffible veneradoa 
and tranfport, we arrived, jufl before dinner} at Bdk 

lyanan; 
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Ijanan ; a place where every thing feemed to ccoifpirc to 
make folitude truly delightful. It is fituated on an arm 
of the fea, which- waters its verdant bank, fhaded with 
lofty Umes, elms, and oak ; whofe fhrubs are every were 
intermingled with hcmey-luckle and other od(»*iferoas 
Howers, extenfive pleafure and fruit gardens, fine funmier 
houfes, turrets crown'd with ivy, and all the irregular 
beauties that charm the fancy and deUght the fenfe.

the tender xnodicr, and fenfible friend. There were no 
ccremcHiiei made ufe of in our rec^tion, but tho{e cordial 
emtn-aces and unfeigned expreilloas that eloquently fpeak 
a kind wdcomc. The momeait we got into the houfe, 

Lady F e and Mils brought me to a drawing room, 

where diere were a fine chamber organ, n haipiichopd, 
and fevcral mufical inibruments. You know, i^d my 
lady, I promifed to play for Mafter Pilkington, which flic 
accordingly did in the rooft mafterly mamier ; while her 
€ngei^ 6ew like lightning over th^ chords, difplayingaUth^ 
cxtatic fwects of divine harmony, with the peculiar embdir 
Hihincnts of an admirable tafte, and a fine ear. 

I When her Jadyfhip refig^ved the chair, Mifs B ■ k 
afTumed it, bringing from the awful organ moft angelic 
founds, fit to enwrap the foul in heavenly contemplation ; 
in fhort) i had itere aa epicurean feafl of imifick, that 
might elevate the heart of a monarch.*

<^. Left the lovely lady of my efteeqMd fnend, Colofid Newburgh* Ihould 
be jealous of thefe juft commendations of the two ladies fkillon the harp- 
fichord. I acknowledge, that next toEidyF—— e, fhc is the beft female 
perfortncr I ever had the happmofi toi hear. 
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-'Mr»0-* — e, in the mean tdme, went to take care dbat 
jufiice was done to his c&ttle^ an office which he neror 
ocgleded, or WD*ild.infiduft to the moft careful Servants 
he hatiy withoiat beiiig himiJelf a witnds thatki^ ocders 
were duiy executed. 

When he returned to tis, Miis B k accompanied 

me in the organ with two orjchree fongs, and an anthem^ 
at which alfo Mrs. B k Was prefent ; who being un- 
afFededly rehgious, was particularly pleafed with this part 
of ouf entertainnient, which flie faid fhe fhould frequentlj^ 
trouble me for, during our ftay at Balyannon. 

From this delicate repaft of die mind we were c^led 
to the neeefiary One of the body, to dine : 'tis necdlefe to 
recount the number of diflics, or oeconomy of the table ;

I had favoured him with on the road. - Happy in any oc- 
caiion of fhewing a willingnefs to do all I could to pleafe 
him, I began it, and though a twice told tale is feldom 
pleafing, I obferved he particularly attended to every occur- 
rence, as if he had never heard it ; and whether it was 
owing to the unftudied manner of my rehearfing it, or the 
infinite good mamiers of the company, I had as much 
audience as if Caefar had been relating fome famous pafTag^ 
of his hiftory> or Cicero haranguing the Roman fehate.

with mildnels and humanity. I thought it my duty, con- 
tinued fhe, to make thefe remonftrances to you, and }to

taken any pains to make you a good chriftian j thefe I ex- 
p€<9: you will anfwer me with the utmoil truth and lin- 
verity.

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fccne prefented to my imagination in full view ; and that 
I was lamenting the uncertainty I was imder about her fate, 

whether {he ftill exifted, or was now no more. Mr. O e 

comforted mc with a promife, that as foon as we arrived in 
Dublin he would himfelf make the An<^eft enquiry into 
that matter ; and that if he difcovered my mother was in 
being, he would put it in my power to fhew the duty and 
regard I had for her. This was too delicate a point to 
dtvell long upon, and the converlation was waved, by Mrs. 

B— k's calling Mr. O e into another apartment till 

flipper time. The mean while I employed in amufing the 
children witli little flories, which fo much endeared me to 
them, that they relu<aantly permitted my departure from 
amongfl them on any terms. 

I was now about fourteen; and tho' that is a time of life 
when lads are mofl difagreeable to the fociety of men, and 
^ve perfbns in general, yet I had nothing of the fchool-^

She was not what the world calls a beauty, 
the iinall pox having envieufly ftolen from her face Horns 
dxarms which might alloce the eye ; but not in fuch a 
manner that there did not Aill reoaain an ineffable fweet- 
aeis and grandeur of lool^ blended with condefceniion) 
modefly and penetradoiu 

The frequent opportunities I had of being alone with 
this young iady, £t)m am' mutual rondnefs of mufick and 
poetry^ gav;e me more and^moce pccaiions to admire her. 
The compaifSonate regard with which fhe attended to the 
many affeiting pailagcs of my former life, that oft-times 
made a part of our difcourie^ and the ardent deiire fhe 
feemed to have for my future welfare, together with her 
ftill outftripping my wifhcs in any thing fhe imagined 
might <Mygi mt, created that kind of efteem, which 
timp or abfbncc can never remove ;. and furely, at this 
diflance of years, the world and fhe will forgive me, if I 
<i(»fefs, th^ love, moft fincerc love, was the confequcnce 
of fo much kiftdnefe OQ my part. How it was on the la-

dy's, flie only knows, nor dare I prefume to flatter myfelf 
(he entertained a thought of that kind. 

A day or two after we were fettled here, another 

daughter of Mrs. B 's paid her a vifit. This lady 

was the widow of Colonel J — '■ — s, of B y-C , in 

this county ; who had two fons with her, the eldeft of 
whom was about twelve years old, and had a great /hare 
of knowledge for his years. With this young gentleman 
I contra<9:ed a ftri6t friendfliip, and run into all the boyifh 
frolicks that could be .thought of. The children in general 
w^re fo fond of my company, that it frequently debarred 
me of converfation much more defirable ; however, there 
was no getting rid of them without offence, when Mifs; 
B k made one of our party, which frequently hap- 
pened; in plundering the cherry orchard, gathering wood- 
ftrawberries, or colleding l^autifiil fhells on the flrand ; 
in awakening the filenteccho with a fong, or beguiling the 
tedious hours with a fairy or Peruvian tale (at which fhe 
was truly eminent) I knew not how the fmiling moments 
wafted ; all was joy, tranfport and unfpeakable delight. 

; In order to give my readers an idea of this family, and^ 
the harmony that univerfally reigned in it, I will, as well 
s^ I can recoiled, tell them the manner in which every 

day 
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day was pafled, that we were not vifiting abroad. At 
nine o*clock in the morning there > was a table fpread, in a 
large rooni that commanded a delightful profped: of the 
fea, with tea, coffee and chocolate. Mr. O— ■ — e drank 
balm tea always, which I firft, t^ro' gooH^inanners, brought 
,myfelf to, and afterwards really preferred to any other, 
front its high ^alfamic flavour, and medicinal qualities. It 
raifes the fpirits to'the ^eateft pitch, fweetens the blood, 
and 'invigorates thenierves; in^ flioh,' if it* came from 
Cantoii, and was twenty {hillings a pouiid, I am perliiaded 
it wduld be univerfally in vogue^ 

^ Any of the family, vyho did not chi^fe to be at this gc- 
iieral bfeakfafl:, " might havd whatever beft pleafed them in 
their owii apartment } but a3 they were no invalid^ amongft 
u^ it rarely happened we were not all prefent. From this 
till twelve' we difperfed in parties, to walk, to read) fing, 
play or dr^fs, without the leaft formality or reftraint ^ at 
that hour thie bell tolled for prayers, which were re^di 
by Mrs. B— — k's chaplain, and "at which the wliole fa;f|yKSvi> 
fervants and all, commonly appeared. jfi^i^^fei"'- . 






At three dinner was oh the table, to whicl^^ 
fummon'd by a bell for half an hour ; where tne»^^B«fefSSi< 
of our different a'mulements, the planning oHfupce^f^itil^^'^; ^ 
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ones, wit and reppartee, blended withftri<a politenefs and 
good manners, commonly formed the table converfation. 

The firft party of plealure we embarked in, was aa 
expedition to Ballycotten, an exploit that was jiear coiling 
me my life. This place is a fine harbour for {hipping, 
and a large extenfive bay, covered by exceffive moun- 
tains on every fide; but it is fo little ufed, that I could 
perceive no town or village near it ; nor had a numerous 
company of us any place to be entertained, but in a cot- 
tage thatched with fbaw. However, we brought all 
kinds of provifion, wine and conveniencies -with us, and 
likewife Mrs. B — k's cook to dffis fome fifh, which was 
here in its hi^iefl; purity.. 

While the company and lervants were employed in 
breaking down fences, to make a road for carriages to this 
identical cabbin, myfelf, who was mounted on a very forry 
palfrey, endeavoiired to find a fhortcr way j and having 
obferved a path down a monftrous pronuMtfary, whofe 
fide was covered with, fliarp, craggy and dangerous rocks, 
juft wide enough for one perfon to go down on foot to the 
ftrand, I, with my ufual difcretion, let my Rofinante 
iaunter along this dreadful paffage, which I believe the 
immortal Don Quixote him felf would have endeavoured to 

ihun, 
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iliun, except he was certain to Hud Dulcinea at the bot- 
tom. Mr. O e, when he had compleated the road; at 

which he himfelf worked, turned round to look for me, 
but I was no where above ground to be feen : at length he 
caft his eye down the mountain, and behold I appeared to 
hiro like ^ne -on horfeback, furveyed from fome lofty 
fteeple, a& they after told me, fcarce difcernable. Mr. 

O e, who never indeed thought to hear me fpeak 

again, threw himfelf on his breaft upon the earth, faying, 
Lord have mercy on him, I can behold no more. By this 
time I faw myfelf fu^nded between earth and air, heard" 
the wide billows burfting on the rocks, and law nothing 
but the over-whelming ocean before me. I began to be 
frightened, and with a prefence of mind unaccountable in- 
deed, got firft on the horfes neck, and then got over his 
head ^ which was no fooner done, and my hand happily 
difengag*d from the bridle, than the horfe made a faus 
pauz, and fell precipitately down a thoufand and a thou- 
fand fathoms, by which he was inftantly dafK'd to pieces, 
fmall enough for tlie ravens and gulls that fcreecht'the 
omens of his down fall. — Hearkye criticks, if this ftiledif- 
pleafes you, or is inconliftent with your pragmatical rules, 
know, raggamujfHns, that I will write as I think proper; 'tis 
the fenlible and elegant I addrefs myfelf to ; nor do I re- 
gard the formal pedantic maxims you lay down, to confine- 

evcryr 
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every one in the fame circle of dulnefs you move your- 

felves : incorrigible men I * . 

Contrary to the expectation of every one who beheld me, 
I came fafe and found, to the bottom ; to the agreeable 
furprize of my friends, who all came to wifh me joy, and 
join with me in thanks to the Almighty for fo miraculous 
a deliverance. 

It may be afked, why Mr. O e, who is know^ to 

poflefs fome of the fineft cattle in Europe, fliould mount 
me on fo forry a nag ? The truth is, I am the worft rider, 
perhaps, who ever crofled a horfe, and confequently 
would not venture myfelf on the back of one, whoJfe value 
exceeded forty fliillings. 

Give me leave, indulgent reader, to digrefs one mo- 
ment from the pad to the prefent time, left I fhould 
forget a circumftance that certainly will produce admira- 
tion. There are in this opulent city a fet of men, who 
h^g out the fign of the three blue balls at their door, ^hd 
who are the readieft perfons in the world at an,, enier- 
gency. They indeed take a Kttle gratuity for their trou- 
ble, but that is fo inconfidersible, that few perfons of 

' . Ipirit 
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/pirit would not more willingly pay it, than be in- 
debted to their acquaintances ^ at leaft I would, and 
I candidly own I have frequently had recourfe to them, 
when I have been moft at a Ibfs which way to turn : one 
of them in particular, my fervant frequently told me, was 
certainly a gentleman by his behaviour ; nay, the other 
day fhe peremptorily infifted, .that, fhe was fure he would 
fubfcribe to my book, if I was to aflc him : I laughed 
heartily at the abfurdity of the proportion, and gave it as 
my opinion, diat a pawn- broker would as foon give me 
ten of his teeth, as ten and fixpence for a fubfcriptibn. 
The girl did notdifcontinue her importunities to get rid 
of them, and, for once, to make an extraordinary experi- 
ment, I wrote the following lines:;

The manner <^ the above will fliew, how little I ex- 
pc<9!ed a compUance with my requeft, tho' I abfolutely 
never flood more in need of half a guinea. My maid told 
me, that the inftant Mr. — - read it, he put his hand 
in his pocket, and paid her that fiim; faying, he was 
pleafed in an opportunity to ferve the fon of the great Mrs. 
Pilkington, and many other civil things, too much in praife 
of myfelf to be properly repeated here. 

ril leave my readers to comment on fo marvellous a 
paflage in my hiftwy, and return to Ballyebtton ; from 
whence I have rambled all the way to London, in lefs than 
half an hour, becaufe I would make a kind of analogy 
between one miracle and another^ 

After 
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After having recovered from my furprize, we came, 
along a beautiful level Arand, to the houfe of entertain- 
ment before mentioned, where we had indeed a moft 
iplendid repaft. After which the converfatipn turning on 
accidents, refuking froin pleafure and gaiety, Mifs & — — k 
entertained ua witn the following ftory, which ihc alTured 
us was a fad, and which I have fince heard confirmed by 
feveral peribns of equal veracity, 

Mr. and Mrs. C— n, of Old Bridge- town, near 
Drohadea, who had a liberal fortune and beautiful eflate, 
fituated on the Boyne water, juft at the place where King 
William's army crofled it, were patterns of holpitality, 
virtue, and conjugal aJFedion. Their houie was the con« 
tintial refbrt of both the indigent and the gay ; the firft. 
found relief, and the latter pkafore and entertainment, 
they were therefore venerated by all beneath them, and 
beloved as well by their equals as their fuperiors. 

Heavea bleiS^ them with one fon, who foemed from 
his in&ncy born to inherit their mutual good qualities, as 
well as their fortune : as this young gentleman sidvanced 
tpwsadi manhood, he advanced in all the pditer arts that

I knew 
it was vahiable and ornamental, and imagined it wouM do 
me great honour at my return ; but ftill I was perplexed, 
left the lady ihould repent of her liberality, and take it 
^om n^ in the morning. No mifer, who fofpeded any 
one had watched him to his hidden treafore, ever ^nt a 
flight with greater anxiety or le& repofe. Though I had 
token care to lock myfelf into ray bed-chamber, yet, when 
ev^r I dozed, I imagined the lady came to demand the 
ring: in ihort, finding all my effotts to fleep ineffec- 
tual, I arofe by day break, and wandered about the ifknd 
tUl the femily were up.

imagined nio time could alter ; therefore I made no advan- 
tages o( the frequent inteiiyienvsl had with the great, and 
powerful, -all 'my hopjcs were centured in the one point of 
prefeiving his good opinion.

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The roads all thro* Ireland are extremely good, which 
makes travelling there very pleafant ; but I obferved, that 
the farther North we went, the worfe our accommodations 
at the inns were ; but this was amply recompenced by the 
ingenious converfation of our fellow traveller, who had 
fomething peculiarly good to fay upon every fubjed:, and 
would make even his talk to the landlord, or the oftler, x 
fcene of humour and entertainment. The fecond day we 
were upon the road, I made choice to go in a one horfe 
Dutch chaife with Mr. Hill's fteward, to enjoy the 
fine air and profpefb. We had a footman to lead the 
chaife, as the horfe who carried us was an o!d offender, 
and apt to do mifchief when he conveniently could j but 
Mr. Hill's fteward, juft as we came to the top of a 
very fteep mountain, ordered the footman to fall back, 
and undertook to man^e the chaife himfelf. The mo- 
ment the horfe found himfelf fi-ee fix)m refbraint, he fet 
out in a full gallop down the hill, fb that nothing could 
ftop him till he had dragged the carriage after him for a 
mile and a half; and at laft leaping over a large ditch of 
water, left the chaife behind him in it, with one of the 
fhafts above a foot driven into the oppoflte bank, within a 
few inches of where my body fell, almoft without life.

in water and mud, pale and trembling. 

As foon as the two gentlemen came up, they faid and 
did every thing to comfort me ; but ^ there was no inn for 
fome miles, I was put into th^ ' chariot with Mr. HiJl,> 
and Mr. O — — e rode on horjGbback, till we came to Hills- 
borough, and there ftopat Lord Hillfborough's houfe. The 
gentlemen would have perliiaded me to go to bed, but as I 
found thaf after taking a glafi or two" of wine I was as well 
as ever ; I jirift comforted myfelf with a change of cloaths, 
and was fit to travel. I enquired feveral times what be- 
came of the fteward who was with me, and how he had 
efcaped ; but received fuch ambiguous anfwers, as gave mfe 
reafon to conclude his brains were dafhed out. 

Certainly no perfon living had ever two more extraor- 
dinary efcapes from iuddejj death than I, in this, and the 
Ballycotten affair before-mentioned ; and yet there are 
two fubfequent ones equally wonderful, the refleding on 
which is fometimes the moft cordial antidote againfl dc- 
fpair. 

For furely, as inconfiderable an attom as I am in the work 
of creation, I am, neverthelefs, under the fpecial protedion 

I ' of 
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of «n A^ii^^ Ged, the ^e ^tfpoJer of all €V«nt»; ^nd 
I can't help perfuading myletf, that uiild^s he defigned me 
for fome better fate than I have hitherto enjoyed, it would 
have been more confiftent with his mercy and juftice to 
have then kt me find mortality, than to prolong ia life ^ 
of pain, iickncfs and adverfity. Perhaps the divines may 
caval at this v^annet of arguing, if they do I cannot pof- 
fibly help it. 

From HilHboroHgh, we went direAly to Mr. Hill's 
country feat, where we continued (cMne days ; and where 
painting, fculptiH-e, archite<9:ure, books, mufick, converfa- 
k»iywith the mofl bootable treatment, confpired to fhew 
the ^€^toefs of the gentleman whofe gucft we had the 
honour to be. 

• From heiKe, without meeting any thing remarkable, 
We came to Shanes-Caftle, a moft dreary old manfion, 
fituated on the banks of "^ Lough Neagh. The town or 
village about it is compofed of miferable little cottages, 
clnefly iiAabited by fifliermen, who make a Hvelihood of

• To cxplMn the word Lough to my readers, I believe it fignifies a Lake, 
or large body of ftanding water, without «ny communication with the fea. 
This Lough is remarkable for its petrifying qualities, and wiU turn wood 
'iato hard (tone, as I have been told, but never faw a proof of it. 
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the ialiiion, wHch is takeA hepe ia igreal; plen^. In the 
infide of this caftk^ which formerly belonged to the far 
mous Shane Oneile, and which might in thofe da)fs 
have been a flxongly fortified place, the rooms are moftly 
hung iK^th M faihioned tapeiliy, atid the ftairs and floors 
buih bf black Irifh oak,* which the :fervants keep clean by 
rubbing with bees wax and a hard bruih ; fo that it re- 
ileds a gloomy glofs, and is not altogether fafe to walk 
upon : in ihortj, the whole £cene brought Mr. Pope's lines 
to my memory. 

She went to rivers, and to purKng brooks, 

Old fafhioned halls, dull aunts, and croking fooks. 

Shanes Caftle might infpire veneration, like Henry the 

Vllth's chapel in Weftminfter abbey, but was by no means 

. calculated to inipire delight. Upon our coming here, we 

were vifited by the Earl of Antrim and Lord Maflerene, 

with their ladies ; and whether the compliment of their 

approving me, and my flngkig, was paid to Mr. O *s 

judgment, car to any real merit they found in it, I. know 
not, but certainly I had great encomiums. 

Mr. O c had been at confiderable expence to have 

a pleafure boat built to fail upon the Lough ; which, tho* 

'it 
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it is all frefh water, is as rough a Tea at fometinies as the 
Bay of Bifeay, being tiear fifty miles in circumference, in- 
ter^^eried with many fhiall uninhabited iflandsi I am to 
inform my readers, that, from my infancy, I have been of 
a timid temper and delicate conflitution, unfittedby form or 
abflities for any athletic undertakings ; and the dread I had 
of feaficknefs,' from my former experience of it, made me 
have no gouft for maritime expeditions. Notwithftanding 

the boat, as fhe layatanchoroppofitetoMr.O 's dreffing 

room window, with her ftreamers flying, looked very prettj", 
yet I faw no neceflity for trulHng the precarious element 

of water, more than I did for mounting one of A-Ir. O 's 

running horfes. Therefore when a confiderable party was 
made to go and take a few days recreation on the Lough, 
I heartily begged I might not be of the number, and gave 
my reafons why I objeAed to it; but thefc had fo little 

weight with the polite Mr. O e, that he abfolutely 

ufed force to bring me, and completely to pull of tlie 
maik of good manners, fo long worn with conftraint. As 
foon as the fmall boat brought us on board, he obliged a 
contrivance to be made to hall me up to the top of the 
maft, while four and twenty patteraroes were difcharged :

When we caft 
anchor before a beautiful ifland, and went afhore, where 
there were tents pitched for us, and we had feVeral falmon 
taken, and roafted whole on wooden fpits before a 
large fire of wood, beiides all forts of cold provifions and 
wine ; to complete this entertainment, Mr. Oiieile would 
have had me iing, but I abfolutely refiifedto do it ; telling 
him, diat if he brought me here for a bufc>n and a laugh- 
ing-ftc)ck, he fhould never have made me hi& companion. 
He then pafled a good many ironical fneers on my ^eat- 
nefs and dignity, which fee was fony tb have offended. 
'Tis^^true, Sir, iaid I, I am neither great, nw dignified by 
title or eftate, but I am the foni of a gentleman, whofe 
diftrefles haVe brought him under your prote<5l:ion. Every in- 
ftance o^ your friendfliip to me is gratefully tegiftered on 
my heart, but a few inftances of this kind would be fuf- 
ficicnt to eraze tkeni from it. Whether MK Oneile was 
really afliamed 6f what he had done, c* only affedled to 
be fo, h hard to fay ; but I had reafon to believe he was, 
fi-oni his^ very ferioufly afldng my pardon, and afliiring 
me if I was his fon, he would have done the fame, fince 
nothing w«b founbeoomiKgin a- young gentleman as^ cowar- 
dice; and as yeu-know, Jack, I have ever behaved- tsy you 
like a fatherj and ever mean to do fo, it i^ my duty, when 

S I 
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I fee a weaknefs in you, to endeavour to remove it» After 
I had given eafc tp my heart by a few tears, I accepted the 
treaty of peace, fincerely- forgot what had pafled, and 
voluntarily offered to ling. . ' Upon this . occafion Mr. * 
Oneile exprefled great fatisfadion ; for, faid he» Jack, I 
find you have a proper degree of refentment, and afuper- 
lative degree of good-nature. Mr. Oneile .is a gentle- 
man of what the world calls extrcHne good fenfe : he has- 
learning enough to give him an infight into all .things re- 
quifite for a man of five thoufand pounds a year to know, 
and prudence enough to manage both his fortune and 
knowledge, in fiich a manner, as never to fuffer either tp 
be called in queftion or impaired : for inftance, when he 
is in company, where topicks arife, that feem difficult to. 
him, he either acknowledges his deficiency, and defires> 
information, or elfe is entirely filent. Upon the other 
hand, with regard to his fortune, he pays all his tradef- 
men himfelf ; and as he conftantly pays ready money for 
every article the moment it comes home, he has things 
confiderably cheaper than m<^ crther gentlemqi, and has. 
befides an unblemifhed reputation. I obferved, that 
whilft I was at Shanes Caftle, no man ever more zea~ 
loufly ftrove to make his company drink too much than 

Mr. O e, yet no man Uvtng was more carefiil to avoid 

doing fo himfelf I for this realbn,. he always took care ta 

have 
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have variety of bottles and glafics on the table, and per- 
. haps, while the -company Were drinking deep of claret, he, 
under pretence of drinking champaigne, had a bottle of 
Briftol jwrater. - He frequently endeavoured to faflen aa 
extraordinary glafs upon me, but without the leaft fuc- 
cefi ; as I not only was averfe to all (brts of liquor, but 
likewife knew the remarks he had made on others, who 
had llifier^d themfelves* to be over-perfuaded in tlmt re- 
^pe6k. From this and what I have formerly faid, I fency 
the general charader of this gentleman may be guefl^ at 
by the difcerning part of my readers. Mr. O— — e is rather 
a fportfman, th^ a man of tafte ; rather a juft, than a ge- 
nerous man ; and rather a man of fenfe, than a man of 
letters. There is one thing I am hi^y emulous to do in 
the courfe of my delbiptions, and that is, to take my 
reader by the hand, and introduce him into the company 
arid intimate conv6rfation of the perfon I would have him' 
ac<^uainted with. There are fome authors who have wrote 
volumes, call'd, The Uves of the poets : The only infcH*^ 
mation werfecdVe from whom, is, that they wo^e bcMn at 
iuch a time, wrote at another, and died at laft ; all which 
conunon reafbn lets us know, and as Shakefpear obierves, 

** There needs no ghoft come from the grave to tell 
us this."

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I woiild rather hear one hour of a great man's unre- 
fenred converfation with a £iend, and be more capable to 
form an idea of him from thence, than Sitj pages penned 
in the ordinary of Newgate's ftile, about his life; parentage 
and education. Without a compliment to the memory of 
my mother, I think l^r bringing her readers Co dinner 
with Dean Swift, has made them more intimate with 
the caSk of that greait man's temper, than other noide 
efibrtB that hayc been made to give him to the world in a 
proper Kght.r— As I o£ver dHguiied any part of my ftoiy 
firom Mr. Oneile^ I was one afternoon giving him a humo-^ 
r<»j« -dcfcription of Captain * Pockrich, the glafe projeftor,- 
and' likewi^ what hardships I had undergone with him. 
Mr. QaeUe knew the man, and told me, that if he wa& 

to cosne down to S— -— « C e he would get him a lai^ 

bem^t atAntrim» entertain him at his own houfe, and withal,: 
that, he would b^ glad if I wrotse to him to that efied.: 
Thp' I had no regard for the Captain, I. was fond of his. 
p^r^nMuicee, and as I kaew Im coming would occa£.oa st 
puUick i^eetin^ and likewiie fhevrtheCaptainthe influence 

I had here. I wrote him word what Mr, O e mentioned^ 

but (Ud not receive aQ aoBirer,. m. we the, next day ict out 
for Dawfon's bridge, in the coimty of Perry, the feat of 

Arthur 

• This unhappy perfon was burnt in the late fire, near the Royal-Ex- 
change, Comhill, Saturday, Nov.; I o, 1759. 
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Arthut Dawfon, Elq; one of the Barons of the Court of 
Exchequer, and bfrother-in-Iaw to Mr. Orieile. Oh our 
way hither we ftayed one night at a place, called the 
ferry, where there is a fmall river, and where fine large 
eels are in ftich plenty, that any quantity of them may be 
caught at half an hour's warning : a:s the place afforded 
nothing but this fifh and fomecoarfe bread, we had fome 
taken foi* us ; as they were vety delicate ih their kind, 
we made & hearty flipper of them, drinking fome whifky 
punch to wafh it down, the only liquor could be had. 

I found my condition at Dawfon's bridge much hap- 
pier than it had been at Shanes-CafUe ; not 43nly as both 
the Baron and his lady received me with the tenderefl re- 
gard, but likewife, becaule they had a fon about my age, 
whom I found a very agreeable companion in. Th^ 
Baron*s manfion houfe was then out of repair, and going 
to be rebuilt ; but his difcourfe was a perpetual feafl of 
nedared fwcets, thro' which were conveyed to his auditors, 
with modefly, afFability and manly grace, tlie abflrad of 
all human knowledge. The Biaron had known my ioio- 
ther and heif family in happier hours ; and was fb kind to 
reprefent her and them in fijch an ai'mable light to Mr.' 
Oneile, and to exprefs io much regret for the injuries 
had been done her in fortune and fame, that Mr. 

Oneile 
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Oneile, who only knew her ftory from general report, 
which is feldom partial to the unhappy, began to look on 
me in a different light from what he had heretofore done ; 
and to compleat the whole, he afliired Mr. Oneile that 
my mother was defcended from as noble a family as any 
in Ireland ; but the adherence of her anceftor, Patrick 
Sarsfield (Lord Lucan, fon to the Earl of Kilmallock) to

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He appeared himfelf with the fame fledfaftnefs that ac- 
Gompanied him on the bench as a judge ; and fo happy 
was this great man in the talent of unbending his mind, 
that he could even make companions of his fon and my- 
felf, tho' both fo young and giddy ; nay, he would ad^t 
his diicourfe cxa<aly to our degree of comprehenfion, and 
by that means become mafter of our minuteft thoughts. 
He has wander*iwith us for hours thro' his wide domain^ 
leaped over ditches, looked for birds nefts, flown a kite, 
and played at marbles : he might in this relpedl be com- 
pared to that great Roman, who, when called on to fervc 
the fenate, was found toying amongft his children. 

I remember one day after diimer, when the company 
were inclined to be grave, he looked very earneftly at me,, 
and then addreffed himfelf to Mr. Oneile : " I'm forry, 
dear brother, that my fldll in aftrology, has led me iiito* 
one fecret of the events of time ; and that is, that Jack 
Pilkington will come before me to be tried for his life, the 
particular fad I am not acquainted with, but it will pro- 
bably be for fheep-ftealing ; very welt. Sir, faid he, to me^ 
when you hold up your hand at the bar, hold two fingers 
up and two down, in token of the promife I now make

having fold the (kin, made broth of the head, and candles 
of the tallow, yet have a good heart, I'll bring you fafely 
off for this time. Since ever I was a judge, I never faved

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The Baron told us, that, when he was a templer in Lon- 
don, he ufcd fomedmes to dine at an ordinary, whereto a 
Scotsman frequendy came, who wore very dirty linnen. He 
was one day, after dinner, leank^ on his dibow, and in- 
forming a French l)arber, who fat next him, of what

The 
bifliop of Cork, a great virtuofo, a learned and holpitable 
man, uled whenever he faw a ftranger at church, in the 
appearance of a gentleman, to invite ^m home to dinner.

The tindeferved applaufes this cflay obtained from one 
»f the raoft competent judges of poetry in Europe, was, 
perhaps, the moft unfortunate circumftance could have, 
befallen me, as it has fet me rhyming from that day to this.. 
The compliment Mr. Dawfon paid me on it was :: It's 
a wife fbn, boy, that knows hi* own father, nor could I. 
myfdf fwear you were Matt. Pilkingtcm's j but any one 
who few even flus, would deckre you the fon of Letty 
Pilkington, which is, by the by, a much greater honour to 
youi It was cuilomary in this family, inftead of pufhing 
the bottle about after dipner, which is indeed too much 
praAifed in Iredand^ fo that a man, without keeping him- 

(df: 
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felf in a perpetual fever, by drinking to oblige his friends, 
is not thought a tolerable companion for them ; inftead of 
fo definitive a method of at once killing time, reafon, 
and ourfelves, we found the agreeable fcheme of ftory 
telling, in a rainy afternoon, as high an entertainment as 
Bacchus in the houfe, or Ceres and Pomona in the groves, 
could poflibly have afforded to us. 

Tho' I never was capable of being more than an humble 
auditor, yet, by flrid obfervance, and a good memory, 
I have brought ofF one, befides what has already been faid, 
which, though generally known to my noble Hibernian 
fubfcribers, may net be fb to my illuflrious Englifh ones ; 
fo down it goes, and, as FalflafF fays, 'twill fill a page as 
well as better matter ; that it is authentically true, may be 
depended on by all. 

The late Earl of Rofs was, in character and difpo- 
fition, like the humourous Earl of Rochefler ; he had an 
infinite fund of wit, great fpirits, and a liberal heart ; was 
fond of all the vices which the beau monde call pleafiires, 
and by thofe means firfl impaired his fortune, as much as 
he poflibly could do ; and finally, his health beyond re- 
pair. To recite any part of his wit here is impoflible, tho* 
I have heard much of it, but as it either tended to blaf^ 
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phemy, or at beft obfcenity, it's better where it is. A no- 
bleman could not, in Co cenforious a place as Dublin, lead 
a life of rackets, brawls, and midnight confufion, without 
being a general topic for reproach, and havii^ fifty thou- 
fand faults invented to complete the number of thoie he 
had : , nay, fome afierted, that he dealt avec le diable ; 
eflablifhed a hell-fire club at the Eagle tavern on Cbrk 

hill ; and that one W , a mighty innocent facetious 

painter, who was indeed only the agent of his gallantry, 
was a party concerned ; but what won't malicious folks 
fay ? Be it as it will, his Lordfliip's charader was torn to 
pieces every where, except at the groom porter, where he 
was a man of honour ; and at the taverns, where none 
furpafled him for generofity* Having led this life till it 
brought him to death's door, his neighbour, the Reverend 
Dean Madden,, a man. of exemplary piety and virtue, hav- 
ing heard his Lordfliip was given over, thought it his duty 
to write him a very pathetic letter, to. remind him of his 
paft life ; the particulars of which he mentioned, . fuch as 
whoring, gaming, drinking, rioting, turning day into- 
night, blafpheming his maker, and, in fhort, all manner 
of wickednefs ; and exhorting him in the tendereft man- 
ner to employ the few moments that remained to him, 
in penitently confefling his manifold tranlgreffions, and 
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follieking his pardon from an offended deity, before whorn 
he was ihortly to appear. 

It is neceflarj to acquaint the reader, that the late Earl 
of K— e was one of the moft pious noblemen of the 
ftge', and in every refpe<9: a contraft in charader to Lord 
11— —^fs. When Lord Rofs, who retained his fenfes to the 
laft moment, and died rather for want of breath than 
want of fpirits, read over the dean*s letter (which came to 
him under cover) he ordered it to be put in another paper, 
fealed up, and direded to the Earl of K e : he like- 
wife prevailed on the Dean's fcrvant to carry it, and to fay 
it came from his matter, which he was encouraged to do 
by a couple of guineas, and his knowing nothing of its 

contents. L d K c was an effeminate, puny, little 

man, extremely formal and delicate, infomuch, that when 

he was married to Lady M — y O n, one of the moft 

ihining beauties then in the world, he would not take his 
wedding gloves off when he went to bed. From this 
{ingle inftance may be judged, with whatfurprize and in- 
dignation he read over the Dcan*s letter, containing fo 
many accufations for crimes he knew himfclf entirely in- 
nocc nt of. He fir ft ran to his lady, and informed her 
that Dean Madden was adually mad j to prove which, he 
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delivered her the epiftle he had juft received. Her lady- 
jfhip was as much confounded and amazed at it as he 
could poffibly be, but withal, obferved the letter was not 
written in the ftile of a mad man, and advifed him to go 
to the ArchHfliop of Dublin about it. AcGordingly, his 
Lordfhip ordered his coach, and went to the epifcopal pa- 
lace, wheie he found his Grace at home^ and immediately 
accofted him in this manner : " Pray, my Lord, did yoii 
ever hear that I was ablalpIiemer,awI«)re-mortger, agam^-^ 
fter, a rioter, and every thing that's bafe and infamous } 
-You, my Lord, faid the Bifhop, evey one knows you ar<; 
the pattern of humility, godlinefe and virtue. Well, my 
Lord, what iatisfadion caa I have of a learned and reve- 
rend Divine, who, under his own hand, lays all this to my 
charge. Surely, anfwered his Grace, no maft in his fenfes, 
that knew your Lordfhip, would prefume to do it ; and if 
any clergyman has done iCy foMt Lordfhip will have ample 
fetisfadion from tlie fpiritual court. Upon this Lord 
K. — • — e delivered to his Grace thi^ D^n's letter, which 
he told him was that morning given to his porter, by 
the Dean's. fervant, and which both the Archbifhop and 
the Earl knew to be Dean Maddens hafid writing. The 
Archbifhop immediately ient for the Dean,^ who happen- 
hig to be at home, inftantly obeyed the fummons. Before 
he entered the room, his Grace advifed Lord K— e to 
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walk into another apartment, while he difcoiirfed the 
Dodor about it, which his Lordfliip accwdingly did. 
When the Dean entered, his Grace looking very ftemly, 
demanded if he had wrote that letter ? The Dean anfwered, 
I did, my Lord. Mr. Dean, I always thought you a man 
of fenTe and prudence, but this unguarded a£tion mufl 
leiGlen you in the efteem of all good men ; to throw out 
(o many cauiele^ inve£tives againil the moft unblemtQied 
nobleman in Europe, and accufe him of crimes to which 
he and his anceilcM^ have ever been ftrangers, muft be the 
efFe£t either of a diftempered brain or a corroded heart : 
befides, Mr. Dean, you have by this means laid yourfelf 
open to a profecution in the ecclefiaftical court, which will 
either oblige you publickly to recant what you have laid, 
or to give up your pofleflions in the church.^ My Lord, 
aniwered the Dean, I never either think," ad, or write any 
thing, for which I am afiuid to be called to an account, 
before any tribunal upon earth ; and if I am to be pro- 
fecuted for difcharging the duties of my fun<^ofi, I will 
fuffer patiently the fevereft penalties in juflification of it.

book ; and it will prove of more fervice to her in the buli- 
nefs of the afternoon, namely, cards, than getting a whole 
fermon by rote.

I fail to tranfmit my fame to future ones. If I fhould not 
fucceed in thefe laudable attempts as a writer, my fami- 
liarity with thofe important aiFairs, will enable me to get 
my livelihood as a Sharper ; many of whom are admitted 
into the beft companies, and regaled on Ortalons and 
Champaigne, while the fons of Apollo are left to drink 
the Hellicon ftream, or ditch water if they pleafe. After 
moddlly aiking, " are not theie things fo ?" I'll return 
from this digreflion to finifh my adventures at Shanes- 
Caille, wherein I fhall be y&ry concife^ being already 
tired of the fubje£t, and fearing my readers are fo too; 
My life here began to be very infipid, I had no company 
or books; for though Mr. Oneile had promiled accefs to 
his library, which in all probability was in Monde de la 
Lune, yet I never even faw a book in the houie, and 
therefore have fbme caufe. to fulped there were none. 

One very calm ferene morning I got up iboner than 
any of the family, and taking a fblitary walk by the Lough, ;

I embraced them with extacy, and he- 
fought them, for Heaven's fake, to put me any where on 
fhore ; if it was fifty miles from Shanes-Caftle, 1 cared 
not. The fellows tugged lufHly at their oars, and by the 
time it was near dark brought me fafely to the pier, where 
Mr. Oneile and all the family were alfemblcd to meet 
us. The rapture I was in at finding myfelf once more 
«n terra firma, prevented my taking much notice of the

,and if it wiU not be too g^eat a piece of coftdefcenfion,, 
pray write to me when you get there, and let me know 
what you further propo^ to do. I told him he did me 
much honour in permitting me to be his correfpondent^ 
which I was too ienfible of to cMnit doing. 

tarly the (ucceeding morning a footman came to tell 
me every thing was ready, and Mr. Oneile waited bteak" 
faft £«• me. When I came down I found him reclined 
in a penfive manner, with his elbow on the table, and hij 
hand fupporting his head : he continued (ot fome time 
filent, wdich made me enquire if he was im-well ? .H« 
faid he had (Icpt none all night, he was fo much concerned 
for my ^ture happinefs. I then gently reminded him 
how much it was in his^ power to promote k, by even doing 
what himfeU' generouily offered to me at Middlcton, 
Jack, faid he, you fhould have embraced it then; I told 
you my temper was changeable, and you now experience 
it. I anfwered, with tears in my eyes, it was but too ap- 
parent.

and mounting my horfe, was foon out of fight. Rcfcnt- 
ment for fome time kept up my fpirits, but when I beheld 
myielf in a bleak lonefome country, without a friend near 
me, or the hope of meeting one where I was goin^ and 
thw my not having money fufficient, as I thought, to pay 
my travelling expences, funk me into the deepeft melan- 
choly, which could only find relief from a flood of tears : 
they continued plentifijlly to flow till I came to Belfaft, 
where Mr. Oneile's fervant left me. Being called up be- 
fore day break in the morning to take my place, the dawn- 
ip^ light difcovered me in company with two clergymen 
and twp ladies, one of whom appeared a perfed: beauty. 
The fight ^ the lovely charmer, and the hope of being 
her companion for two or three dayi, diifipatqd, for the 
■prcfent, all my gloomy reflexions; and my having been 
fo long converfant with the nobility, and perfons of for- 
tune, made n\e talk fo much in their ftije, that I believe 
the company took me for fuch, at leafl: the confequence 
ftrongly indicated it ; for when we ilop'd to Iwtiakfaft, on? 
of the Levites, whom I afterwards learned was Arch^ 
deacon Hutchifon, now a prelate, faid, that it was cufto-r 
mary, where there were more gentlemen than ladies in a 
coach, to treat them. To this, indeed, nothing but the nar^ 
rownefs of my purfe. could make me have the leaft objec- 
ti^, r^or did Ipffer tpdo itpublickly, whatever pannicks I 
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felt about it ; but the other man, who was a dHTenting 
parfon, and as formal as a fuH-drefled old maid, or a me- 
thodift weaver in Spittal-fields, warmly oppofed it, and 
faid, let every one pay their own quota, I will pay for 
no one but myfelf. This fet us all on bantering the old 
gentleman, and the aimable and lovely Mifs Molly 
Wier began now to court him. He was greatly enraged 
at being made the fubjed of our jidicule, and neither Kke- 
ing the company or the expence, took his leave of us the 
next afternoon. Mifs Wier had a fine voice, and fung 
very well and very freely for us, I had now but the ruins 
of my former voice, but made mine a foil to her admira- 
ble one. The Arch-deacon was fond of poetry, and re- 
peated feveral beautiful pieces to us, which, with other 
chat, made our journey very agreeable : but, as we ftiU 
continued to pay for the ladies, my poor fum was quite 
cxhaufted before I came within a few miles of Dublin ; and 
1 fhould certainly have been put to the blufti on this occa- 
fion, but that, as our lafl flage was at the man of war, an 
excellent inn about twelve miles from our journey's end, 
the ladies infifled on treating us, to an entertainment 
more elegant than they had ever received from us, and 
more expenfive, I am certain, than our mutual coft upon 
the whole. We here revealed ourfelves to each other, 
and reciprocal invitations were pafled and received for our 
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future better acquaintance. I was fet down in Dublin with 
about eighteen pence in my pocket, naoft of which I had 
to pay for a coach to cany my ba^age fomewhere, but 
the deflination of it, or myfelf, was undetermined till I was 
in it. My grandmother being then alive, and lodging 
within a few doors of my father, I defired to be fet down 
there, as I knew I might depofit my portmantua with her, 
though I tould not hope a night's lodging, that permiflion 
I found; but indeed that was all, forfhe feemed in pain 
the few moments I flayed, left I fhould eat any thing ; but 
under pretence, that if my father knew fhe received me, 
fhe might loofe a little allowance (he had from him for 
fupport. My brother, who then lived with her, received me 
more cordially, and procured me a bedwithafchoc^-fellow 
of ours, then a ftudent in Trinity-College. He was a fen- 
fible good-natured lad, and as he became my bed-fellow> 
I told him all my affairs. He faid I fhould be welcome 
not only to fhare his bed but his commons, which he 
would have brought to his chamber while I continued 
with him. This he accordingly did, and though I had 
not an elegant life, I had a very happy one, ai my com- 
panion was greatly beloved by all the young gentlemen that 
knew him, and received frequent invitation^, always bring- 
ing me with him wherever he went. My brother, like- 
wife, was frequently a fharer in our little parties of recrea- 
tion; 
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tion and entertainment j and fny being capable to drefs ex-r 
tremely well, was far from making my company the lefs 
agreeable. My tinging, which had hitherto rendered me 
an idler as to my reading, being now quite fpoiled, I ap- 
plied all my leifure hours to llich books as my companion 
ftudied (I know the critic will fay here, " This young 
man's leifure hours in the univerfity muft have been very 
few") I tell you, Sir, legebam, I read or did read. If I 
did not improve, fo as to pleafe you, a pox of my bring- 
ing up and my bad memory, (or not retaining fome fcraps 
of Latin, to lugg in by head and fhoulders, and make my 
female readers want an interpreter. 

My friend had a levy of young gentlemen every morn- 
ing, who entertained us with an account of all their ad- 
ventures and different fchemes to raife money. There 
was one of them in particular, who did not belong to the 
college, as he had been educated in the Romifh religion, 
but was a complete mafter of low humour, which .will 
amufe young hearers, though not create efteem ; he had 
frequently breakfafted and dined with us, and as fre- 
quently promifed that he would one day or other give us 
a grand entertainment at a tavern. We looked on him as 
a rattler, and had no hopes of his keeping his word ; but 
one evening, that three or four of Us were really at a lofs 

how 
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how to compafs a Aipper, he thundered at the door, and 
jumping in, in full Ipirits, j^ry'd, come lads, come to 
Reyley's, IVe money enough.— Without faying inore he 
flew fcM* a coach, as there was a ftanding of tliem near, 
and hurryii^ us all into it, ordered to drive to the tavern. 
My dear lads, faid he, how I bleis t|^ occafion that 
brings us together I Neftar, Ambrofia, Champaign, Bur- 
gundy, Turdes and Ortalons, are at your fervice. Now 
if egale my boys ; I have, befidea the moft extraordinary 
ftory to tdl you, that you mxA krugh at in fpite of your 
teeth : any man that can hear it, and not burft his fides, 
wifl abfolutely give me offence* No, I'm determined to 
kilt you firft with good eating and drinking, and bring 
you alive with laughter. By this time we were let down, 
4Uid Willy, for fo the lads called him, flept majeftically 
*ip t© the bar, and ordered the coach to be paid for. Now 
j^entlemen, faid he, walk to the larder, and let every man 
&c on what he likes bcft, as the place was well ftocked 
-with fifli, fewl^ beef, mutton, ham and tongues, A fup- 
|»er was foon concluded on, but w^ien he heard there could 
no ortalons be had, he was quite out of temper with the 
watej not fellow, faid he, that I ever eat one, but that 
Tm told they are damn'd expenflve. Can*t you let us 
:have a pheaiant or a turtle ? He afftired him they could 
not be had. Well then, faid he, bring up Burgundy, 

Y Champaign, 
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Champaign, Clartt, Port, Mountain and Sack. It msy 
be fuppofed his talking at this rate procured us the beft 
rot>m iA the hcfufe, where we were no fboner feated, than 
the waiter brought a bottk of each of the wines he had or- 
dered. Go fetch them up by dozen^ you raical, faid he, 
and in the mean time order your mafter to make an inun- 
dation of rum, and a fea <^ rack punch. He had talked 
all this without permitting us to utter our aftottifhment. 
We all knew he was kept very poorly as to his pocket, 
very feldcMn having two fhillings to coramandy which made 
Xts quite impatient to know on what foundation this mighty 
fabrick was eredied. He befought us to fufpend our cu^- 
riofity till we had drai^ one bottle a piece,, which was 
done before lupper was ready. In the mean time he ex- 
erted all his humour to divert us from coming to his fifth 
a<9:> as. he termed it, before we had attended tq the firft j 
fo that other conv^ation arifing, the bottle moving 
brifldy about, and the entrance of fupper, a moft wel- 
come fight to a parcel of hungry fbphifters,' k^t ns from 
further enquiry. Befca-e fupper was well over,, a fidler, a 
harperj and a piper, came to know if our hoi]purs wanted 
mufick ; and as the w;ne put our Spirits a little, more upon 
a par with ^W^illy's, we unanimouily voted the band of 
mufick into the room, where they ftruck up immediately, 
and added much to our enjoyment, as they were ordered 

not 
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not to play but fuch tunes as were demanded. This mirth 
kept us awake till near four in the morning ; at which time, 
having all drank too freely, it was neceflary to come to an 
eclairciflement about the reckoning. Willy called the waiter, 
who had made out our bill upwards of twelve pounds* 
After he had received this, he infifted on our drinking the , 
parting bottle, and hearing the hiil<My of his acquifiticm. 

You muft know, faid he, my mother is the moft errand 
old hypocrite this day upon earth. She has money hid 
iii every hole and corner of the houfe : fometimes ihe lends 
it out to ufe ; and frequently in a morning, when fhe is in 
t;he ijudft of her devotion over her bea,ds, flie calls my 
brother to be fure to arreft fiich a man, and take care that 
the intcrcft is paid for fiich and fuch fums. She does not 
allow mc a fhilling from year to year, nor have I any com- 
fort but what I indufl:rioufly procure hy dealing from her.

I en- - 
tered the chamber, and falling on my knees, befbught her 
bkfling and iqa[pv€De& of all my crimes, as I had been < 
with father Murphy, and. he lud enjoined me firil to do ^ 
that, and then faft for thiee days, incei&ntly {miying to 
Mary and Jofqph. The old woman was fo delisted ■ 
with this account, that fhe fat up in the bed, and belbught 
Mary and Jofeph to take me into their fpecial protedion^ . 
In the mean tim^, faid he, I loft not the fair opportunity > 
of diving into the pocket under her head hr a Chriftmat 
box, which I have triumphantly In-ought off without die .

In toy walks thro* the city* I inet the uftfortuftate Capf-' - 
tato Poeckrich> .wlu»*Q^ iIm! he was juft feturned ftotxi ^ 

' Shanes--'^ 
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Shanes-Caftle, which journey he took at my inftigation, 
and had not got as much by it as paid his «xpences ; 
however, he faid Mr. Oneile had entertained him, and 
fpoke very kindly of me. Well, Captain, faid I, I am 
forry you had no better fuccefs, but your difappointment 
there was not more intolerable than mine in the hundred 
a year. 

During my refidence in the college I became ac- 
quainted with an agreeable fet of people, fome of whom 
it may not be impoper to name. Cdond Newburgh, 
that I have formerly mentioned, is both a lover and prO" . 
feflbr of mufick and poetry. He was intimate with Mr. 
Burroughs, then a Mafter of Arts in the College, and 
introduced me to that gentleman, who was upon many 
occafions very kind to me. He has a fine Poetical Genius^ 
and has publifhed fome ffecimens of it. Upon the death 
of Mr. Popgy one Dalicourt, a clergyman, and an indif-* 
ferent poet, wrote an elegy, in which he reprefented death 
in a charnel houfe, feeding his ravenous jaws on departed 
merit. Upon this occa^on Mr. Bui-roughs wi^tc- thp' 
following epigranj : 



When Dalicourt (halt yield to fate, 
And death the haplefs poet eat; 
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If .merit be his chief regale, 
Poor death will have a forry meal. 

Amcmgft this company I met with Mr. The. Cibber, 
whofe late untimely end may render £)me anecdotes of 
him now the more acceptable to my . reader ; and as I 
iludy their entertainment nfore than regularity, I hope 
they will pardon my digreffions. 

Old Mr. Cibber, who knew the precarious life of a 
player, detern^ined, l^ giving his icua. a good education, to 
qualify him foe a better flate ; and to this end he fent him 
to a univerfity, and intended him for thq law or phyfic ; 
but Theophilua had fo .ftreing ;a ]^9petiiity, to the ftag^ 
that the firft thing h^ ever difobjliged his father in, was 
becoming a pjayer. That he excelled in feveral comiq 
parts, has never been difputed even by his enemies, of 
which I believe 110 man ever had paore. The Mock Doctor 
aftd Scrub he ^a* , inimitable in, j, even to ' the, laft. Sir 
Couftly Nice, Sir Fopling Flutter, Sir Novelty Faihion, 
and Lord Foppingtop, were par t^ in which he was gene- 
rally applauded ^ and his being fo feam'd with the fmall 
pox, made the coxcomb more, ridicukius. by -his playing 
it. Old Cibber frequently declared to my mother, that 

he 
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he would never have believed Theophilus was his fon, but 
: that he knew the mother of him waa too proud to be a whore. 

Oil his firft arrival huBubliii' he wa» very well received, 
^nd.eiitertained'i&rome of ihe beft families, as I myieif 
have beenwitnefi. .Thcfftory of his domeilic ftrife was 
^little knoim in Irdaiul ; and hi« being rather the geaitle* 
man than.the comedian in piwate,conv€rlation) made him 
doubly .acceptable. ;Mr. S n had then lately made 
his appearance, .whole being ihe fon of a cleigyman, edu- 
cated in their own.iHHvefiity, and having a prettyrfcnacfe. 
at fpoudng, rendered him the fevourite of the- town in 
tragedy ; inor waa Mr. Gibber lefi ib in his comic capacity. 
/But Mr. S— Hti, being of a proud aipiring temper, took 
ollence that any one fi^ould bo applauded but himJeiff in 
eonfequence rof which he picked -a quarrel with Theo- 
philus, about a tragedy robe, that he was to have woitu 
in the part of Cato, and made this a pretence to ddSai^ a 
numerous and polite awKenco. CJibber, wJk> knew the 
nature of. an audience much better thaa 8h — — n, wheii 
he found they murmured about being treated in this man- 
ner, <:ame from behind the fcfenes in the dreis of Syphax^ 
•and- offered to read the part of Cato, if th^ would permit 
the pky to proceed. The audience accepted of him, and 
he acquitted himfelf to their iatis^dion. In the mean 

time. 
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time, Sh- — ^^n goes to thciPollfege, aftd apquaints tl;e la^s 
there that Gibber ha^ ufed him extremely iU, had th? 
impudence to attempt Cato, and to keep the company 
after he had w«^aed them to. depart. This- he'alledged 
was done to underinine his intcfleft with the publick, and 
to prcpoflefs them in Gibber's fayourj who wanted to Have 
the manageinent 0f the iheatre in his - own Jiandi. :; - The 
young gentlemen, irritated by thcid ihfinuatiQns,' weht in 
a conliderable body to ,the theatre, the next night that 
Gibber a^^teared, bred a : great <liiturhdnce, bwke up the 
company^ aad ^obliged Ti^ophiius.to {yocurethe fafety 
of his Ufe> by! making his jefcape through a window.

I vent to bed at ekren o'dock 
at nig^, and at two iot the morning was awsdeed by & 
terrible voice, ayin^ ** Thehoufe is on fire, make the 
beft^f yottr way* Nfy cloaths and breeches lying on a; 
chair be£de taty Iliad prefence of mind enough to gadiec 
in my armi, andTunmng down'ftairs^ hadnooccafion lor 
a candle, tite i9ames of the a^acent buil<&igs Ittpplying; 
Ibfficient light ^ and though ) was almoft fvifocated with 
&toke» 1 made my ir^ into the ftreet, naked as I was,. 
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where I beheld a great crowd, amongft whom I mix^d, 
and turning my eyes towards the irxn, beheld it all in a 
flame. I thanked God for the prefervation of my life, 
and put on my cloaths, but my Ihoes and ftocfkings were 
confumed with the reft of my baggage ; nor did I grieve 
much at the accident, as I found enough in my pocket to 
keep me from ftandng in a ftrange country, till I could 
hear from Ireland. I got into a miferable ale-houfe, 
where I was glad to find admittance into a dirty bed, being 
almoft dead with {landing in the cold bare-footed. I 
could not, however, compofe myfelf to fleep, but lay in 
the utmoft pain and forrow, eagerly wifhing for ,the morn-: 
ing. When I tad lain about an hotir in this condlti(Mi, 
the houfe quite ftill, and no creature near me, I felt 
ibmething come like a man's hand, as I thought, on my 
breaft, and then alternately over every part ^f my body.

fbod indebted for lile. TWfaouly enquired what his I 
had iuAaiqed ; but as mentioning money, they had not 
ieen,. might only induce them to think I boafled of more 
than r pofleffed, I aofwered, I had in my portnoiantua 
.... J A a fome 
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fbme cloaths and books ©f no great value. They woid<i> 
accept no payment for my entertainment the preceding 
day, and made me many tmders of fervice, which, not 
knowing how to return, I declined acc^ting of. The 
young girl feemed more intent dn my welfare than even 
the father and mother ; and as I was obliged to .continue 
in my bunting lodging, came in the afternoon and brought 
fome tea to me, of which I told her I was very fond, and 
could get none in the town. She begged I would tell her 
if I had loft my money with my cloaths, or had any about 
me. This led me to own to her, that I really had a trifle 
in my portmantua, which as I-kne\^ my {peaking off would 
nothing avail, and make me liable to be thought a de- 
ceiver, I imagined it moft prudent to be filent about j pf- 
pecially as I had, after buying the things I wanted, enough 
to fuftain nature till I heard from my' friends. Then, iaid 
fhe, with fome emotion, you'll continue in town.

As I fat with my drink be- 
fide me, more to entitle me to. houfe room than from any 
fondnefs to it, I happened, unguardedly, to fpurt a little 
through my teeth into the floor. The fellow who fat 
next me, conceiving I had done it in derifion to him and 
his friend, cried, damn your Erifh faul, die blaw in my 
lu^. My not underflanding him, and knowing I meant 
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no offence, made me bui^l into laugKter. Upon wliicli,' 
feeing him put his hand in his pocket, and draw out u 
large clafp knife, I ran to the other fide of the houfe; and 
well I did, or I had been dead that inflant, for he threw it 
after me with fuch violence, that had it met with my body 
mflead of a fettle bed, wherein it quivered for fbrhe tinie, 
I had fkllen the innocent vi&ini of a proud ignorant fool. 
His friend, and all the people of the houfe, now g6t be- 
tween me and him, and, I fuppofe, pleaded for me in his 
own damned jargon. When he was fb far pacified as to 
hearken to reafbn, the man of the houfe told me he was a 
great Laird, and that blowing in a man's ear was, amongfl 
the highland-men, the greatefl affi-ont could be offered ; 
that when I fpit out, his Lairdfhip imagined I had blown 
in his ear ; and therefore would certainly have put me to 
death, but that they afliired him I was a flrangcr, and an 
unfortunate young gentleman, who had lofl his baggage 
in the late fire.

^iengeance. She feemed much affe<fted at it, and faid, " I 
would I were a mon for hi« fake.'' Then madam, faid 
I, I ihould loofe the pleafure of your being a woman. At 
tii&a modefl blufh fpread. itfelf over her cheek. Alas 1 Sir, 
faid fhe, I fear that can be no pleafure to you. Do you 
fear it, Madam ? then may I hope you wifh it were ? She 
anfwered me with tears that deeply touched me, and made 
me ;^>prefaenfive fhe would diink me ferious, whereas what 
f {poke was meerly words of courfe ; but as I could nei- 
ther think of marrying her, or taking any ungenerous ad-^ 
H^fage of X paffioQ that I had unwillingly inipired, I 
told her I was determined the next day to leave town. At 
iMs fhe renewed her tears, which fo eifedually unmanned 
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me, that though I .knew not why, I could not avcnd ming-* 
ling mine with, hers > and, for the firft time, I tenderfy em- . 
braced her, defiring to know the occafion of her forrows ? . 
You go avv^ay to-morrow, faid fhc, and I fliall never fee ; 
you more ; I wifh I never had feen you.. -It be«ime Jiow 
no longer. a myftery, that, my departure was repugnant to;, 
her wifhes ; and willing at once to cure her of all her re- 
gard, I'told her the unhappy circumftances I was in, the 
uncertainty I had of receiving fupplies from Ireland, and» 
the certain ruin that muft attend my flaying here ; all which • 
afforded her but a more ample fcope to fliew her difinte-i 
nefted r^ard. She faid (he wa^' her parents only child,; 
that they were able to give her a handfome fortune, that- 
they had each of them taken a liking to me, and as tb^ • 
had now removed into another houfe, I might have all ac- 
commodations there till I was better provided for. In the 
mean time,* faid fhe, whether you do or do not ftay, I in£il 
on your receiving a fmall token of my good-wiflies. for. 
you ; fo laying, fhe pulled out a wrought purfe with fbme: 
money, and prefented it to me. I ahfblutely refufed to. 
accept of it, as I afliired her I fhould never have it in my. 
power to repay what it might contain ; that perhaps it. 
might be her father's property ; and to confidcr that I was; 
a fbranger, and a vagabond for any thing fhe ccwld know; 
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to the contrary. She aflured me, that (he was convinqed 
I was what my looks and behaviour Ipoke me, and the^- 
fore made no doubt I would return the trifle flie then lent' 
ftie, when it was convenient} that it was really her own, 
which (he had been faving for fome years, and was happy 
in an opportunity of difpofing of it to fuch advjuitage. 
Upon this I accepted it, and found it contained two guineas 
and fome filver, which I promifed to repay, but told her 
I mufl go to Glafgow the next day. To this fhe very re- 
Iu<flantly confented, conjuring me to write to her as often 
as poflible^ and recommending it to me to take leave of 
her parents, which I did that day. They procured me 
a very bad horfe to purfue my journey, and direfted me 
where to fet up when I came to Glafgow. I fct out early 
the next morning by the road I was directed tOy and wasf 
told I might eaiily arrive that night where I purpofed 
going. It was a moft terrible day for wind, fleet and 
fnow, and having neither whip or fpur, it would be as 
eafy to find the perpetual motion, as to give any motion

This made him a little more alert, and finding I had means 
to puniih him, he began to trot on, but Humbled fo fre- 
quently, that, being a bad rider, I was iatisfied to let him 
pick his fleps, left he fhould break my Jieck. . In this mi- 
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lerable condition I pailed the wIk^ day, and the approtch 
of night became ftill more dreadful ; but it advanced, and 
before I faw any remedy I was inyeloped in darknefs ; Co 
throwing the reigns loofe, I committed myfelf to thececo- 
nomy of my carrier, who I imagined, for his own fake, 
would find out a refting place. At length I difcovered a 
light at a great diftance, and direded my nag towards 
it ; but he now fhimbled worfe than erer, beiiig every 
moment on his knees, and he making one uncommoa 
plunge, I found myfelf up to my wafte in water: I difen- 
gaged myfelf from him as well as poflible, and by God's 
providence got on land, and left him there to fhift for him- 
felf. As I ftill kept the light in my eye, I purfued it, 
not without a thoufand falls by the way ; and at laft, to 
my great joy, difcovered an inn clofe to the fea fide. As 
foon as I obtained admittance here, I obferved a large fire 
in the kitchen, and a good fupper drefling, circumftances 
that added not a little to my felicity. I told my hoft, in a 
few words, the tragic adventures of the day, and the cata* 
ftrophe of my horfe, whom I concluded was drowned. He 
immediately fent two men in queft of him, and, as I was 
all wet and dirty, brought me fome dry cloathing : this 
and the fire, with a large glafs of brandy, (ooa brought 
me to myfelf.

Having let my glafs ftand fome time, I was called 
on to drink it, and the toaft ; having never in my life 
known a profeft Jacobite, I very innocently drank King 
George. After I had finifhed my glafs they infifted I had 
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not drank the toaft, and hraft drink again. I told them I 
hoped I had underftood the intention of the toaft, though 
I had not repeated the exprefs words ; for, laid I, it is not 
to be fuppofed we drink the King of France or Spain, with 
whom we are now at war. No Sir,'faid one of the gentler 
men, very gravely, when we drink the King, we drink the 
true and kwful fovereign of Great-Britain. Well, Sir, 
faid I, I am right ftill, I drank King George. You mean 

the Eledor of H r, Sk, faid he, we acknowledge no 

iuch monarch in this {wrt of the world : we never faw him. 
Sir, never even fmoked a pipe with . him ; and therefore, 

Sir, we mean, by drinking the King — — > running 

on with the pretender's titles, if you'll drink our toaft 
£o explained, we fhall look on you as a fcnfible young fel- 
low, and a worthy member of Ibciety : if not. Sir, you 
arie only to drink three bumpers in a breath, by way of 
forfeit. I told them I'd fooner drink the whole bowl than 
fuch a toaft. Upon my foul, faid one of them, he's a 
ioyal fubjed, and ought to be encouraged : I dare fay the 
Ele<ftor will bountifully provide for him, when he hears 
what great fatigues he would undergo for his fake. Here, 
faid he, is a pretty fmock-faced boy, heart broken all day 
with a bad road and a worfe horfe, and yet ftill, to fhew 
•his zeal for the illuftrious houfe of Hanover, he would 
firink SL bowl of excellent rum punch, fooner than a fingle 
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glafs to the moft high, xnoft mighty, and moft puifiant

manner in which all this was fpoken, left me in ibme 
doubt whether the gcntlemejx jefted ; but, by the courfe of 
their convcrfation, it was evident they were ferious. I told 
them, if they even harboured fiich ihameful principles, I 
wondered they would (6 freely divulge them, when they 
knew they expofed thcmfelves to infcM-mation and punifh- 
ment. They laughed heartily at this, and afked who in 
Scotland would take fuch an information ? I anfwercd, any 
magiftrate. No, no, child, faid one of them, the whole nation 
is of the fame mind, and if you live but two years, you'll fee 
that man, whofe health you refufed to drink, on the throne 
of England. I told him it was a lie, and I hoped to fee 
him hanged firft. By G— -d, faid he, TU be hanged if it 
48 not fo : but young man, faid he, don*t be Co apt to make 
ufe of thofe two bad words, you lie, they have cc^ many 
a better man than yourfelf his life. You don't know,, 
perhaps, who you {peak to, or if you did, a man could 
only punifli you with a birch rod. This put nte in a. vio- 
lent pafllon, which only ferved to raife a laugh againfl 
me ; my fmock face befpoke me no champion, and they 
had too much difcretion either to retort ill language or 
life me cruelly, which was intirely in their power. Their 
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6iak& d\d not fpeak them ScotTmen, nor indeed their be* 
iiavioAif itt this refpet^. 

I ihould have obiervedj that the landlord^ who feemed 
to know thefe gentlemen^ came in frequently and drank 
a glais with us. He was Ukewife prefent when I gave the 
Ue fo freely, and, upon that, Suddenly left the room. In 
about half an hour after I heard a coniiifed number of 
voices, in a riotous manner^ crying, Charley, Charley, 
Charley; huzza from Charley; dam them that won't 
drink Charley. I began to be in a panick, and looking 
earneiUy at the gentleman I had offended, afked what that 
npife meant? No harm to you, faid he, upon my foul; 
*tis fome drunken fellows, I fuppofe, but be it what it 
will you fhall not be hurt, upon my honour. This gave 
me a kind of certainty, that mob meant me mifchief ; and 
I was too loon confirmed of it, for fuddenly about five or 
fix of the mofl Woody-looking villains forced open the 
parlour door, and demanded the life of that traytor who 
had fpoken a^infi hk prince. My adverfary in the con- 
teft now became an advocate for my life ; for, immedi- 
ately placing himfelf between me and the ruffians, he fwore 
they fhould kill him before they hurt the hair of my head^ 
and, to prove he was fincere, pulled out a piflol from his 
fide pocket, which he prefented to the breaft of one of 
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the aiTa^Iins. Now, gentlemen, faid he, you are all em- 
barked in a glorious caufe, a caufe that will do honour to 
our pofterity ; do we draw our fwords in juftification of 
our Prince, and (heath them in children and fchool boys ? 
This poor child here has had a: wrong education, and im- 
bibed principles of which he is not qualified to judge ; 
muft he, therefore, be murdered ? No, let us perfuade 
youth to our caufe by virtue and clemency, and not by 
(laughter and oppreflion. Thefe are the inftruments of 
tyranny, and not of juftice ; the boy has fpoke rafhly, yet 
honeftly as to what he believes. What one of you would 
hear your lawful Prince fpoken little of? He looks on the 

Eleftor of H r as 'his King, and while he thinks him 

(b, is honourable in defending his caufe ; therefore, gen- 
tlemen, if you have the fmalleft refpeA for me, or the 
commifllon I carry, depart from whence you came. I 
know you meant this well to me, but had I not been here, 
it might have proved a fatal night to our caufe ; eat and 
drink what you pleafe, be merry amongft yourfelves, and 
never attempt the life pf an innocent man, who is not in 
arms againft you. 

After refpedfuUy attending to this harangue they made 
their obedieocey and departed one by one, with looks that 
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fpoke the pain it was to them to depart without making 
me a facrifice. — When they were gone he told me, that 
though he had thus parlied with them, my flecping in the 
houfe would not be fafe. He, therefore, defired one of 
the gentlemen to go and amufe theni with liquor in the

Though my loyalty had nearly coft me my life, yet it 
happily (aved my money, which was fbme conlblation to 
me; and as a man who pofTeiles that needs little or no 
recommendation in a ftrange city, I made up to the iirft 
good inn I found <^n ; and being unfit for any thing but 
fleep, immediately went to bed, and never once ftirred till 
about twelve o'clock at noon, when I was awaked by the 
found of bells playing a new fong, called, " If *tis joy to 
wound a lover." I imagined either that I had got a fing- 
ing in my head by cold, or elfe was ftill aileep. I fat up 
in bed and liftened more attentively, and then heard a 
fong out of Comus played, which to me founded 
fomething like the Captain's glafs mufick before men- 
tioned. 1 o remove all doubts 1 drefled myfelf as quick 
as poflible, and went into the ftreet, hearing it ftill lowder^ 
As I advanced near the prifon, I faw a door open at the 
bottom of it, and after afcending a number of ftone fl:eps 
came into a little apartment, where a man fet ftnking with 
his fift pieces of wood, ranged like the keys of a hai pfi- 
chord, which occafioned the mufick from bells that were 
hung at the top of the houle ; each bell had a hammer 
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4it the out-iiide, from wheticc there wa^s a ^ommunicatkitv 
to the kep hdow by. a wire ; and the perioa who played 
this inftrument wore gauntlets of leather on the ball of 
each hand, to prevent being hurt by the violent 4<>lows he; 
w;as.obligBd to flrike. . 

When he left ofF playing he looked at his watch, and, 
obligingly aiked ine if I was a. fbranger I J told him I 
waS).and meer adifiiratiof^ had. broi^t ^le here, Xhen|. 
Ski f^ he, have you a inind for any particular tune ? I 
told him if he could play, " Was ever nympth like Ro^ 
mond/' he would give me great pleaiure. He (buck it 
up dire^y, and though it is difficult even to fing, iper- 
formed it in a nuifterljr manner. When his time for this 
employment was expired we had fbme miifiral chat^ bjn 
which he difbovered I was an admirer of that icience, anil 
diere£ore gave m& an invitation to dinner. As I wai 
pleafed to make an acquaintance, I embraced the .dFer^ 
and went to his houie, but was ip extremely dirty, that I 
was quite afhamed of -my&lf when I faw all his family 
gente^ drefied : to apologiize for my appearance, needed 
no more than a recital of the accidents I had met with^ 
and ^ truth carries conviaion with it, my xelaticm »3^ i^-* 

dily credited. I told Mr. R , that having loft my 

Imnen, I was at a lois where to buy any, or how /to get 
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them m*de up. His wife toJd me flic would fcrve me 
in both refpeds, for which purpofe I gareher a guirica; 
and as their {on was exadly of my lize, and a ftudent ia 
the college, they for the prefent kindly fupplied my* 
wants from his wardrobe. Being thus in a capacity txxgcr 
abroad, the gentleman, after dinner, brought riie to fee the 
city, and fliew me all the moft curious edifices in it ; the 
]^rinc^>al of which is a fifte old church, forffwrly a cathe-- 
^dral, but now converted into a kirk, where, » > Swsiit 
feys :

And I ferioully afiure my readers, that I have atteiided 
many fermons in this kingdom, but cannot take upon me 
to fay that there were ever fbiir of the congregation &rs 
minutes awake, after the text wais given out. That part, 
indeed, I obferved the people in gpiieral took a memo- 
randum of; and as. if that liad: been the.onty purport of

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It is to-be bbfervcd that I lodged hitherto at an inn, 
where the civilities I received from Mr. R- — and his fa- 
mily naturally led me to invite them ; and as he intro- 
di3<:edJhaLe:to many of his acquaintenc^, who w^re lovers 
pf mujdck, we fometimes had a little concert there, on 
all which oc(^fl(ms the expence fell upon me.

He anfwered, this- was the dodor, and,a worthy 
gentleman as ever left the kingdom of Ireland-: Oh! my 
dear, faid the dodor (with a confounded twang of tlrc 
fi^reigner, and the brogue upCHi lus ^e, as Nfr. i^arquhar^. 
has happily expreited it,.) I am no minifhter as you thinky. 
I am an honed friar, and not afhamed to own itj and/ 
tipoB the word of a cler^man, I love. your father's child, , 
though I never faw your father to be.fhure^ hut your' 
Kvof^iy grand uncle, brigadier Meade, I have drank many a 
bottle of wine with, and for his fake, the. divil burn me, 

but. 
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but Vd go to Ithaly to ferveyou.r-^-Coixie landlord, faid 
he, let's have a bottle of the bcft in die houle j yau have 
got a worthy gentleman for your lodger, let me tell you i 
he is the lawful heir to four thoufg^nd a year, and if he 
could eat gold he might hzve it. This harangue lie had 
delivered before he left me time to exprefs my aftbniih- 
ment. Sir, faid I, I faiicy yo|i muft be miftaken in the 
perfon, becaufe I am not heir t^ a fliilling a yeair that I 
know of. Pfhaw, my dear, h<^d your tongue, rejJied the 
dodor , the divel bum me but I know you better than you 
do yourfelf. Landlord, make hafte with the wine, and 
my dear child want for nothing, 1*11 -be the beft friend 
you ever met with : if you want money let me know, and 
rU fupply you, though Tm only a poor prieft, fiibfifting 
here upon charity. — I did not know what to make of all 
thisy but prefently the landlord returned with the wine, andr 
fome punch for me. As I was telling you, fays he to 
mine hoft, you have a man of confequence in your houfe,. 
and I hope you'll treat him as fuch. The devil burn me, 
but I'll tell you a good ftory about the brigadier : comje, 
drink. When the brigadier was near feventy, and a fine 
lufty portly man he was, he complained of a black fwelling 
in one of his legs ; the dodors and furgeons iaid it was a 
mortification, and nothing would lave his life but cutting 
it off. How long will it be, laid the general, before i«

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Sir, if you won't fay rm impertinent for the parallel, 
that I think the general, who died in his bed in the man- 
ner before defcribed, fhewed almoft as much magnanimity 
in meeting his fate, as he who fo nobly embraced it in the 
field of honour. Now, good Sir, if you'll turn over the 
leaf with your finger and thumb, you'll find the adven- 
ture of the friar laborioully profecuted.

Well, well, make yourlhelf eafy about it (here 
he called for a bottle of wine^ and waved the dilcourle) 
when it was finilhed, he dire&ed me to have my bill drawn 
out againft night, and he would come, arid make matters 
ealy.

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ter that precedes it, yet I here apprize the readers, that* 
they are to expedt no more of that connexion, that Ihsive 
hitherto, in fpight of the natural tendency of my pen, en- 
deavoured to preferve. — My fubfcribers will p6ffibiy re- 
colled-, that, in my propofals for this book, I' promifed 
them a new comedy, never offered to the ftage ; I'confefs 
I was about five years ago weak enough to make an eflay 
of that kind, before the numerous train ofdifficuitios^oc- 
cured to me that attends fuch An. attempt : I foolifhly 
took it into my head, that to write a tolferable play, was 
to be immediately entitled to the notice and patronage of 
the nianager, and made no doubt that his own intereft

Garrick that I had fuch a piece, - and to know when he 
would condefcend to give me an audience ? In anlwer to 
which I was honoured with the following meflage, and I 
have preferved it with all imaginable care from that time 
to this, that young gentlemen niay, from my example, 
learn to fupprefs any defire of writing for the ftage, till 
they have fecured fome intereft with the nobility ; as I do 
aflure them, that, the Grand Seignior is hot half fb diffi- 
cult of accefs, or half'fo imperibiis as a mftnager, on re^ 
ceiving fuch a tendre ; and yet, ' considering that thdr 

• whole 
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whole fubfiAence is drawn from dramatic writings, one 
would" exped fome abatement of their dignity on thefe be- 
cafions.* 

' " Mr. Garrick's compliments to Mr. Pilkington, and he
